Thun parodied B., aa we were returning to Dehra, at the end 
of April, after a week’s aport in the Eastern Dhoon jangles, on 
first catching sight of the smaller streteh of " nul" by Jabrawala, 
where fire days before we had joined battle with a big tiger, and 
dnly padded him at the end of It. He was the first tiger I had 
ever seen, the first H. bad ever shot at, and the first B. had seen 
bagged from elephants—aa bla previous experience of tigers bad 
been gained In Central India, where the usual plan Is to shoot 
them from trees aa they are driven past you by beaters. Think¬ 
ing with Pericles, “ It la just that to him should be given this ' In 
memorisin' tribute,” even after some yean, I will endeavor to 
give my readers a succinct account of his death and funeral rites. 

We had our camp at Kanaeraow, and very comfortable we 
were with the pick of the cutchervy tents and eome private 
ones of B., although the shade of the “bagh"t waa most In¬ 
ferior, and the files mustered In force. Pleasant, too, In the even¬ 
ing to smoke the after-dinner cigar, and, while listening to the 
murmur of the Suawa, to saunter down to the elephants, where 
ten as good beasts, taking them all round, as you could pick up, 
stood hoisting In their “charah." There was Emlll-, who 
carried royalty through the Teral; Begum, the best howdah ele¬ 
phant in the Dhoon, but, alas! just then with a tore back; 
Rooparoree, Chunchul, Alice, Motee, Paglee, Lacbmee, and 
others whose names I have forgotten. After watching them 
for a time, and seeing that the comforts of men and beasts were 
duly attended to, we stroll back toward the tents, and in the 
dim light see two elephants, one with a howdah on her 
back, coming across the bit of " maldan,” or open ground, be¬ 
tween the road and the “ bagb,” and In a few minutes more are 
welcoming the little Dehra Rajah, who has come in from Hurd- 
war way, bearing of our advent, and who is full of “ khabar" of 
aambhur and stag cheetul, up In the Motee Cbor, but who has 
beard nothing but rumors of tiger. We hold a council of war, 
and determine next morning to be off as soon ss It Is light Into 
the Motee Cbor, a table land up In the Scwaltke about Kanaeraow. 
By ten we are all In bed and asleep. 

With the first glimmer of dawn we are off, getting up Into the 
Motee Cbor by sunrise, but without much luck that day, as the 
only sambhnr we see gets well away to the left before H. spots 
him, and our coming home quite empty-handed Is only retrieved 
just at the end by the folly of a stag cheetul, who, after dodging 
H. behind a tree, confidingly gallops past my elephant, and gives 
me a broadside shot fifteen yards off. I pull, and be goes on 
about five yards, and then falls dead, selling B., who thought he 
was going to get him. Then home to the camp, where the lub¬ 
berly mahout lets the stag fall off the pad elephant, luckily 
only breaking a branch of the horn, which can easily be repaired; 
hnt mv wrath Is aroused, and the vials of It are poured out on 
his head. 

Bath and breakfast being over, we sit, clad In the lightest 
attire, In the doorway of the big Swlae-cottage tent; for we find 
sitting In the open air, with a covering over our heads, bearable, 
despite the Intense beat, and infinitely preferable to the stifling 
atmosphere inside the tents. 

Our time Is fully taken up In cleaning the guns, loading car¬ 
tridges, etc., and planning the beat for the afternoon. As the 
sun creeps upward, and it is now nearly noonday, the heat be¬ 
comes more and more Intense, and H. announces his Intention of 
sitting in his bath till It is time to go out. He retires, and B. 
and I steadily go on with the cartridges. Shortly after, a robust 
native, a “Bunjara”} comes rushing Into the camp and throws 
himself at our feet with the customary cry of “ Dobalee, kbuds- 
wlnd, dohalee I" (Justice, my lord, justice I) At first being out 
for a holiday, and having left our official cares behind us, we are 
naturally a little disgusted at having to resume them In the 
wilds; but better feelings soon prevail, and B., sinking the man 
In the collector, bids him stand up and unfold his tale. “ Sher, 
khudavplnd ” (a tiger my lord), be began. We were all ears. 
I will not Inflict any more ot his lingo on my readers, but give 
them a mums of what he told us. 

He owned large herds of buffaloes, which were being pastured 
on the banks of the Snawa, opposite Jabrawals, about three miles 
from our camp. The tigers bad done him a good deal of harm 
during the previous month, and that very morning, about ten 
o’clock, a fine tiger came out of the smaller stretch of nul near 
Jabrawala, c r ossed the Suswa, and, trotting up to the herd, killed 
a fat cow with one pal of his paw and one crunch ot his teeth, 
and stood over her. The plucky old bull In the herd charged 
him, and drove him off, and he thereupon recrossed the Suswa, 
and went Into the nul again, Intending no doubt at dusk to re¬ 
turn to the kiln and have his dinner. ” And that will make 
three hundred rupees worth ot mine he will have inside him,” 
said our friend, who wound np his tale with abusive language 
against all the female relatives of tigers in general, and this tiger 
in particular. 

We praised him much for coming to us, and telling him be was 
at the right shop for justice, handed him over to the chuppraa- 
slea, with orders to regale him royally. We then consulted to¬ 
gether, and determined to start off at four o’clock, as It would 
take an hour to get to the nnl, and we knew be would be sure to 
be at home then, aa he would lie up by the kill for two or three 
hours before he ventured out to It toward dusk. Accordingly, 
four o’doek saw us all prepared, with howdahs on four of tbe 
elephants, and the rest as pads, our Bun jara friend being seated 
on one of them. How long tbs way seemed to the nul I I thought 
that hour would never end. At last we sighted it, and formed 
the plan of attack. 

H. and B. wars to remain at the near end, one on each side, as 
stops, and the Rajah and I ware to go up to the far end, and beat 
down with the pads la line. H. and B. accordingly wheeled off 
to the right, while we went on, passing the kill, which lay close 
to the bank of the Suswa, on tbe way. Whin we got to the top 
and at tbe nnl, the rajah took tbe left and I tbe right of the line, 
putting the pads into the nnl, and remaining on the outside our- 


salves, as we felt sure he would break out on one side or the other, 
unless be went right on and broke before H. or B. We were inex¬ 
perienced, and It did not occur to us that he might charge tbe 
line and break back I Well,the line had hardly gone tan yards in the 
nul, when the elephants in the middle of the line began to trum¬ 
pet and behave in tbe absurd manner they always do when they 
scent a tiger. “ Stripes" got up In front of Begum with a roar, 
and, though the mahout could not see him, owing to the very 
thick undeigrowtb there was in the nul, be beard him right 
enough. The cunning beggar went on for about fifty yards, and 
then lay up again—tbe line following him. When they got 
within twenty yards be gave a tremendous roar, and I could see 
by tbe waving of the nul tops—though of com ae, I could no more 
see the tiger than you would see a fish in ten feet of muddy 
water, though you might know be waa there—that he charged 
back on tbe line, roaring at every stride be took. Beyond this 
stretch of nul, and separated from It by a clear bit of ground, 
was the great stretch known as tfu Jabrawala nnl. This was his 
point, and once he made it, good-bye to all chance of getting 
him ss nothing under a line of two hundred elephants could ever 
beat It out. I at once made back toward this open space; the 
line of pads was quite demoralised, and the little rajah had some¬ 
how got into the middle of the nul. I yelled to the line as I 
went to turn right about face and beat back. As on reaching the 
open space no tiger was to be seen, I halted, and got the line In 
order to beat back again. At this moment I beard a rhot from 
the far side of the nul,where tbe little rajah ought to have been, 
and going round found H.,wbo, bearing the scrimmage, had come 
up. The tiger had broken on tbe left side of the nul, almost at 
the top, and was looking round preparatory to making a bolt 
across the open for the great nul, when H. surprised him with 
a bullet behind the shoulder. He thought at first he had killed 
him; but tbe beggar got up again, and H. was Just going to let 
him have the second barrel, when bis elephant, catching sight of 
the tiger, became quite unmanageable and balked his shot. H. 
said tbe tiger could only just crawl Into the nul, and asked me 
to take the line and come through It toward him, as he was con¬ 
fident we should find the tiger dead in it. I went back Into tbe 
middle of the nul, and found all the pad mahouts, except 
Begum’s, In a great fright, as they declared the tiger was only 
slightly wounded, and would show very tall fight. I got them 
together by dint of some recherche expressions, and, thinking I 
would try the whole of the top of the nul, began to move 
toward the right-hand corner, Intending to take that first, 
and then beat round to H. When we got to the extreme edge 
of the nul on that side, I came upon the tiger, who charged 
straight out at my elephant- Before I could get a sight of him the 
mahout—who was new to me, and therefore probably mistrusted 
my powers as a shot—let the elephant go round, and I was 
nearly thrown out of the howdah by the jerk, and had to hold 
on to the rails like grim death. At this moment, too, the mahout 
let drop ont of his waistband the jeweled bunting-knife tbe 
Prince of Walee had bestowed on him. Tbe tiger got up behind 
and chewed the elephant's tall, and my chupprasele, who was 
seated behind, disappeared Into the Interior of the howdah. 
Feeling the motion exactly like that on board ship In a rough 
sea, I screwed myself against the side of the howdah, and 
banged at the tiger. He let go and went back,' giving Begum a 
reminder on the trunk with his claws aa be went by. There was 
a regular stampede of all the pads out of tbe null, and I felt 
rather small when we pulled up outside, and H. came coolly 
round and asked what was the matter. I got him to take an end 
of tbe line, and, making the pads close up between us, we went 
back again after the tiger. We beat back through the corner 
without coming on him again, and on the further side found the 
little rajah, whose mahout said he bad seen the tiger cross a little 
stream which ran through tbe nnl, and go Into covert by some 
trees that were there. We accordingly went there, and found 
the tiger lying under a large prickly bush, does by the furthest 
tree. On seeing him H.’s elephant turned round at once, and 
bolted, and mine became very unsteady, and backed over the 
stream; but the mahout, who had recovered hie senses, did not 
let her go round this time, and, getting her well In hand, brought 
her up again to tbe tiger. All I could see of him was bis head, 
which lay between bis paws; and I let him have three bullets, all 
taking effect. Tbe last shot woke him up, and be came out at 
us In grand style. My elephant went round again, despite the 
mahout's attempts this time to stop her, and the tiger seised her 
by the leg. H. and the rajah, who had managed to come up, 
gave him two barrels, which rolled him over; and then I con¬ 
trived to get round again. The tiger now could only just raise 
his head, and, a bullet from the little rajah settling him, we 
raised a general cheer. This brought up poor B., who had stuck 
to his post as st«p; and so had been out of tbe whole business, 
as, unluckily for him, the tiger had never gone near tbe lower 
part of tbe nul. We then measured the tiger as he lay, nine feet 
ten Inches. He was a large male, very heavy about the head, 
shoulders, and forearms, and looked magnificent when padded on 
Alice. Our Bungara friend was about to execute a dance on him, 
but we stopped this as an unseemly exhibition. 

We then drew off, after my mahout had luckily recovered his 
knife, and, proceeding to the banka of the Suswa, washed the 
wounds of the elephants, which were luckily slight, with brandy 
and water, and refreshed ourselves with “ pegs ” at the same 
time. As we made our way home, the old bull buffalo trotted 
up toward us from tbe herd, to have a look, I suppose, at his old 
enemy, and, after sniffing In the air for a bit, wheeled off, and 
galloped back. We got back Into camp, when our first care was 
to skin tbe Uger, as, If you postpone that operation for any time 
after arrival there, you are sure to find the whisker* and claws 
missing, ss the nativee Invariably steal them for amulets. The 
flesh wss taken sway by some of the natives to eat, as they have 
a superstition that eating tiger's flesh Invigorates the mind and 
gives the eater no end of pluck. I advised most of the mahouts 
to make a hearty meal, but they declined, on the ground that 
tbe animal had not been " balaled" (had the threat cut after the 
c u stomary prayers). We then bad dinner and turned la. 

I have often dace seen the skin In H.’s drawing room, after 
being beautifully cured at Raj pore, and gorgeously bound la 
bias; and I hope It may not be king before I see it again and have 


another “ bank ”| with him in the old •• nul ” by Jabrawala.— 
Pboconsinl, In London Field. 

• “ Nnl,'' or “ nulovs," a gigantic reed, growing from about ten to 
even fourteen feel high, with a tangled undergrowth of creepers, which 
have a large leaf. The ground Is swampy and Intersected with small 
chaunels where this grows, and It Is usually a safe And for tigers, samb- 
hur, and all the bigger game, and In the rains for wild elephants. It Is 
very bad staff to beat through, as you can see oothing In it; and the 
“f 11 wajalwajB Is to pat the pads in, sod remain outside yourself. 
Mem.—Do not try nul unless you have sufficient puds to beat it with; 
it is only lost labor. ’ 

t “ Bwh," literally a garden, aaed generally for an inclosed piece of 
ground with trees In It, the land being usually cultivated. 

I" Banjara,” a c*hUj whose occupation Is tending and pasturing cat¬ 
tle. They are regular nomnds, and live In grass huts with thatched 

lht *y h4ve * reputation for cattle-lifting. They 
are a wild-looking set, with Immense heads of hair, aud the women arc 
very handsome The police usually are on the qui live when the 
4 UuU of the Bunjaras are pitched in their circle.

Shooting on.Sunday.

Editor Chicago Fibld :—In your Issue of March 37, I saw 
an article headed “Shooting on Sunday,” and after reading It I 
concluded Its author, O. 8 ., would have as all .go straight to old 
Nick for even the thought of such a thing, and your humble ser¬ 
vant perhaps be compelled to stand and permit tbe chief to un¬ 
screw his tall and faaten It on to your meek bnt very wicked 
correspondent. For shame for wishing such punishment on us 
poor creatures. 

I would respectfully refer O. 8. to Burns’ address to the “uncou 
guld” for a Sabbath lesson. Tbe time has or should be past in 
this free America when the simple belief of the few shall control 
the desires of the many, but I forget that there are a few really 
Americana, brought up in pride and luxury, who would wish to 
see our free soil governed by a monarch, and only those educated 
aud highly bred few whom 0. S. apeaka of being permitted to 
roam tbe fields on any day, and tbe miserable poachers, aa ha 
calls them, be lmprteoced on tbe only day which Dature baa given 
them to use for eDjoyment.

It Is no worse than shooting. I have been brought up among 
great enterprises, where I have seen thousands of working men, 
and I can say without fear of contradiction that their salaries In 
ninety cases ont of one hundred will not permit them spending 
more than the Sabbath for rest, and hardly that; and I do not 
think it fair to restrain them by law from the only day that cir¬ 
cumstances give them. Look, for instance, at the poor clerks, 
some of whom I see now in my office receiving only thirty-five 
dollars a month for ten to fifteen hours Indoor work, and see 
their gaunt, sallow looks and ask what la the matter. The reply 
Is, too much Indoor work. Ask why don’t they go and take a 
hunt and get out for two or three weeks, aa they will feel so 
much better. The answer la, with a sigh, I cannot afford It; you 
know I have to pay ten dollars rent, my grocery bill aud taxes, 
etc., will average twenty, leaving me five dollars to clothe my 
family od, and very dose work Ills too; after this read the splen¬ 
did advice of 0. 8. He would have such men aa these remain more 
closely indoors, unless, perhaps, there waa some worthy minister 
who needed aaelatance; then O. 8. would send this thlrty-five- 
dollar man back to bla office to make arrangements for a benefit 
excursion for this teacher of Ood'a wishes. 

No, sir; 0. S. Is wrong. Give to the poor more freedom. The 
prlDter who sticks type while O. 8. and I rest, tbe railroad man, 
tbe clerk, tbe sailor, tbe mechanic, the laborer, or any of God’s 
DObleat works, give them freedom I eay. Not the prisons they 
by circumstances are now too much burdened with. Tbla free 
America baa done much to atop church and monarchical ridden 
rules, and to lift tbe cloud from thousands of worthy souls; and 
while we have advanced thus far let ns continue and have free 
speech, free press, free politics, free schools, free Sabbaths, yea, 
and free religion, and then oar experience will salt u* all to 
our calling, and send us forth a healthy, boneat people before the 
world, with rosy health blooming where pale once waa planted by 
neglect and oppression, and with pride we will look back on tbe 
old and foolish customs of daya gone by when only the free were 
considered good enough to follow tbe deg and gun. 

For my part I have hunted for fifteen years, and In that time, 
perhaps, have averaged twenty Snndaya In each year shooting, 
and have only been reprimanded while in the field three time*;

a preacher to whom I bad only the day before contributed ten 
dollars support; and from that time I decided to Invest my odd 
change, not to preachers, bnt to orphans' homes, schools, widows, 
crippled soldiers and sailors. God bless those who die, as It 
were, that we may enjoy the blessings ot a free country where 
shooting on Sunday s hcmld be mo dltgruct. Lima Fbbd.

The Louisian* Turf. 

With the advent of the racing season of 1S80, and in view of the suc- 
ressfhl meeting last brought to a close at New Orleuns, a brief history 
of the Crescent City race conrses may not be uninteresting lo the reader. 
The turf in Louisiana has ever been /nir excrllence the sport of gentle¬ 
men, and in ant? btllum days there were few portions of our country 
where It was entered into with such zest aud where more costly estab¬ 
lishments were maintained aud larger stakes competed for. Indeed, 
there were few small towns but had In their vicinity a quarter mile 
measured off, where the native creole ponies, or young thoroughbred* 
ran for some purse. Lack of transportation lu the earlier days of the 
state rendered horsemanship a necessity, and it was from the need of 
the beet of horse-flesh that so much attention was paid to Its Improve¬ 
ment. It la true that Kentucky was particularly the region where 
breeding became a leading association, but Louisiana could always 
boast or some of the higher strains of the thoroughbred, and few plan¬ 
tations there were but bad their equine prodigy. The Picayune says: 

After the close of the war of 1812, and peace waa declared between 
Great Britain and the United Slates, attention was recalled to the turf, 
and the first race course established near New Orleans was the Unrap- 
ton track, in 1814-15. This pioneer course was located ou old Geu. 
Wade Hampton's plantation Just above the then city limits - It was 
subsequently divided up. and Faubourg Boullgny was one of the sub¬ 
divisions. The course was originally a private one, on which the 
General was in the habit of training his own horses, of which he kept 
a large stable. He was a very wealthy man, and it was said of him In 
those days that when he left his home in South Carolina on horseback, 
then the usual means of travel, to visit his estates in Georgia, Louisi¬ 
ana, Alabama and Mississippi, ho never slept off one of his own plan¬ 
tations on the whole route. 

At the close of the war of 1816, Gen. Jackson removed bis troops 
from bis Hues on the plains of Chalmette. Tbo«e from the city and ad¬ 
jacent parishes were ordered home, whilst the Tennesseeans. Kentuck¬ 
ians and Misaiseippiana. were sent to camp above the city, in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the Hampton track. The officers of thc*«* several com¬ 
mands for pastime and to break the tedium of camp life were In the 
habit of running their own horses over Gen. Hampton's ground. In 
this sport the General joined, and from his superior aud well-trained 
horses, a* well as his knowledge of jockeys It was said be came out a 
handsome winner a><d frequently relieved the officers both of their 
money and the horses, which had also been put up on the race. The 
track remained for some years uuttl the plantaliou was divided up and 
sold. The next track laid out was the Pandellv race course, estab¬ 
lished about 1819 or ’20, on Mr. Paul Pandelly's plantation, a short dis¬ 
tance this side of where the Jackson Barracks now stand. This was the 
result of an association of gentlemen who look a warm Interest In turf 
•ports— ome as awners of norsos and others as amateurs. Amongst 
otbere were Jas H. Shepard, Jno. F. Miller. W. C. Withers. NathaD 
Morse, and Col. Jno. R. Grymes, the leading lawyer of that day. 
Nathan Morse, Esq., was selected as the first president, and Col. 
Grymes as vice-preelcu’nt. The ground where so many early contests 
were run is now laid out and Is intersected bystreets and covered by 
buildings. 

The third track here after the Pandellv had ceased Its existence, was the 
Creole race course, which was made the aspirant for pnbllc favor after 
the other hadibeen built up. It was located ou the plantation of Mr. 
Jas. Uopklus, on Genttlly Road, at Its intersection with the Pont- 
ebartrain Railroad In the Third District. Many here can yet remember 
Hi and for years after its inclosing fences bad rotted away the lines of 
the old track could be seen. It hud a very successful and brilliant 
career for several years, and over Its light soil some of the fastest races 
of the day were run. It was considered the fastest track a* regards 
time, tbeu, and so great was Us reputatf n for this that many doubted 
whether it was a full mile. This idea so generally prevailed that, after 
a celebrated f*»t race, at the Instance of a number of the members of 
the club, Mr. Louis Bringlcr, Surveyor General of the State, went down, 
and In their presence measured the track, and found It some feel over 
the mile. Col. Juo. R. Grymes was president of the club, aud Jno. L. 
Lewis, who still Is with us as vigorous aud hearty as a vo mg man, was 
the vice-president. Thos. Eubank, an English gentleman, was the 
secretary. The fonrth track was the Eclipse race coirse, which was 
established in the latter part of 1835. It was situated on a portion of 
the old Macarty plantation. Just below the town of Carrollton, on the 
vacant ground between the Carrollton Railroad and the river. The 
great Macarty crevasse of 1816, which overflowed all the back lands and 
the city of New Orleans up to Bourbon street, occorrcd on this planta¬ 
tion near where the track was afterward formed. When the track was 
laid oot the land belonged to Mr. Laurent Millaudon, a wealthy 
merchant and planter of those days. The course had hut a short, yet 
successful, career. Next In order came the Biugaman racecourse, of 
about 1850. It was located over the river, In the fields back of Algiers 
belonging to tba Diverges family, and was formerly a portion of tneir 
plantation. It was named after Col. Adam L. Biugaman. of Natchez, 
one of the foremost supporters of the turf hi irw South, ana both a racer 
and breeder of thoroughbreda lie was the first president of the clrth. 
From Its close proximity to the business portion of the city It was very 
successful, for a short trip oo the ferry lauded you not many squares 
from the track. Many historic races were run sver It, and the great 
fight between a Spanish bull and grizzly be-r was given ou Its grounds. 
It was well kept up, but the railroad came into existence amf ran Its 
lines through ft. It Is now laid out lo building lots and streets. 

About ibis time there was another course established on the Fair 
Uronnda, and it was called The Union. It lasted ’ ut a short time. 
Shortly afler the Biugaman track had been built, In I860, a number of 
gentlemen got together and formed the Metairie Jockey Club, which 
organlzatl n can Justly be considered sa having done more for the es¬ 
tablishment of the turf oo a baale that made racing the sport of ths 
people than any other similar organization. It was an honor to be a 
member, and Its rules and regulation* were copied by the clubs of the 
North and Wear. During Ita day Its management was above suspicion. 
On the well known grounds on the ridge, near the Half-Way House, 
they built extensive stands and laid ont the Metairie race courwe. 
which for years was the scene of some of the most exciting contests, not 
surpassed even In the English Derby, It was on the west aids of tbs 
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new canal where It lntersactsd ths old Metairie road, on the same site 
where now la the beautiful Metairie Ometary. The land belonged to 
the Canal Bank For over twenty year* it was the most popular 
course In the South.aiid its aunals embrace a majority of the great 
races of that time. The graud stands were of brick and Iron, and on 
occaslooa more thati twenty-five thousand spectators have had a vie# 
of the race. 

Two well-known turfites from Virginia visiting here. Messrs. James 
G. Garrison and Adamajald oot the track, and Immediately the Jockey 
Club wee formed, with Bon. Alex. Barrow, who represented Louisiana 
in tne United States Senate, as first president. John G. Cocks and Gov. 
P. O. Herbert were afterward elected to the aamo position. From about 
1860 until some time after the war, the club maintained Its Integrity, 
but the losses occasioned by the long struggle necessitated the sale of 
the property to the Metairie Cemetery Association. 

At the close of the war the Fair Grounds was usad as a course for 
trotters for a while, bat as trotting races were never In favor lo the 
South, It lived only a precarious existence until the Louisiana Jockey 
Club look charge of It. Ita history alnoe that time ta familiar to all. 
Brilliant field, wonderful battles, and our city's thousands have made 
lithe lavorlte ground for wttnesslug tho gallant thoroughbreds In ex¬ 
citing competition. Easy of access, with ample accommodations, and 
a splendid track, the liberality or Ita management In giving large 
purees draw hither all the best horses of the co mtry. 

It ee* ms much longer th>'n It really Is to look back to the days when 
Colonel Jobu R. Grymes, General John L. Lewis. Colonel Adam L. 
Blngaman, Major Thomas J Wells, Captain W J. Minor, John F. 
Miller. Fergus Duplantler.Wm. Ruffin Barrow, Ambrose Lecompte, and 
Senator Alex. Porter, Duncan F. Kenner, and W. C. With re were the 
biadlng turfites here. Moat of them have 
main who recall with spirkllng eye 
ladies' stands and the eqnlne wonders 
1815 such horse* as the great four-mllera Walk-ln the-Water, Fanny 
Wright, Angora, Jim Bell, Josh Bell. Grey Modoc, Sarah Bla-ion, 
Pony Beeswing. Dick Chlun, Maris Black, Pollard Browu, Lexington, 
Lecompte, Reel, Whale, Arrow, Hornpipe, La Vrals R im-, Voucher, 
Music, Doubloon, and a host of others, whose blood courses in the best 
horses of to-day. 

Louisiana Jockey Club Spring Meeting. 

On April 5, the fourth day of the Spring meeting, the weather was 
fine and three excellent races gratified the large attendance present. 
The first race was a handicap hurdle race for a purse of $900; $160 to 
the first and $50 to the eecoud horse. Two miles, over eight hurdles. 
There were four starters, Frauk Short, who was the favorite, selling for 
$50; Maggie May, who sold for $15; Jim Fay for $10. and Mediator lor 

J ). Frauk Short took the )e d and kept It to the end. winning easily. 
Im Fay was second, Maggie May third and Mediator last. Time. 4:01. 
The second race was a selling race for all ages; purse $200; $160 to 
the first aod $50 lo the second horse. Horses entered to be sold for 
$1,000 to carry their proper weights; for $730, allowed 10 lbs ; $600.15 
Ins.; $250,90 lbs.; any surplus over amount entered to be sold lor to be 
divided between eecoud horse and racing fuud. One mile and a quarter. 
For *bfa eveut there were eight starters, comprising Little Reb who 
was the favorite, selling In the pools just before the start for $45; 
Church Fulcher, eecouu choice, at $45; Bill Bird. $10. and the field, 
composed of Short Liue, Bellua Dance, Mollle Hart, Docility and Le 
Rol, 120. Liule Reb. after a capital struggle, won the race by half a 
length, Lc Rol second, Short Line third, BelTna Dance fonrth, Mollle 
Hart fifth. Docility sixth, Church Fulcher seventh and Bill Bird eighth. 
Time, 8:18)4. 

The third race was the Howard Stakes, a sweepstakes for all ages; 
$50 entrance, piity or pay, with 1400 added by the club and 1400 addi¬ 
tional by Mr. C. T. Howard: $650 to the first aud $130 to the second 
horse. Two mile heals. The alarler* were Bncktte, Keene Richards, 
Jr., and Mary Walton Bucktie was the favorite and be won the race 
in two straight beats very easily, Keene Richards, Jr , secoud, and 
Mary Walteu third. Time, 3:41, 3:57. 

The racing originally announce ! for Thursday, the fifth day of the 
meeting, bn. which was postponed by reason of Inclement weather, 
look place ou April 10 The weather was clear and pleasant, tho at¬ 
tendance, which Included General Grant, was large and the track heavy. 
The first eve-1 was an extra race of hair a mile for two-year-olds, for 
a purse of $125, < f which $25 to the second. The starters were Barkley 
A Co's Mies Blanch aud Bessie Davis, both by Rebel; J Hurget'a Kitty 
Hawk and LaPcrlcboto, both by Breathitt: brlen A Co.'s George 8.,by 
Silent Friend, aud Cottrill’s Runny, by Bnckdcn. In the pools the 
Rebel pair had the call at $65 to Bonny at 130, George 8. at $18 and 
Singers pair at $11. The race waa a good one, although marred ny 
a slight accident to Bonny, who fell In* the tarn Just before enter! ug 
the stretch. The result, howe er, was never in doubt, for Miss Blanch 
won by ten lengths In 64 seconds, with La Pertchole second and Bessie 
Davis third. Tne second event was a dash of a mile and a furlong, for 
a purse of $900, of which $50 to the second, four-yoar-oids and upward 
to carry 110 pounds, three-year-olds to carry their proper weight, with 
the usual allowances for eei. The starters were L'Aigentlne (aged), 
Gabriel (4), Mollle Hart (4), Shorillne (aged), Frank Short (4), and 
Turin (4). L'Argcutine was the favorite at $100, Gabriel at $41, and the 
field at $16. The favorite took the lead at the start, and was uever 
headed, winning easily In 2:12)4, with Gabriel aecoud, and Mollle Hart 
third. The next race was a dash of three-quarters of a mile, for all ages, 
at weight for age, for a purse of $900, of which the second received $60. 
The starters were Jack Ilardy (aged), Hattie H. (8). Knight Templar 
(8j, Dell (4), Church Fulcher (4), am Emma Cooper (4). Pool-selling 
on the race waa quite heavy, Hardy and Fulcher selling even an at $275 
each, to Dell and Gabriel even at $72. the others in the field for $65. At 
ibe start Hattie H. took the lead, and keening It, won by half a length 
in 1:18M» with Jack Hardy second, and Gabriel third. The last race of 
the day was a dash of a mile and three-quarters, for all ages, $200 to 
the winner aud $50 to the second. Long Taw (5) was the favorite over 
the field at the odds of 25 to 10. Ue was an easy winner by half a 
dozen lengths In 3:10, with Ella Rowett (aged) ae'coud, and Typhoon 
(aged) third. Jim Fay (aged) was beaten off. The meeting will end on 
April 13 with the Cotirlll Stakes, a mile and a half, for three-year-olds, 
a consolation race for beaten horses at a mile, and a dash of four miles, 
a handicap for all ages. 

The Disqualification of Parole. 

The sharp practice by which Parole was deprived of hla victory In the 
Liverpool Spring Cup race on the grounds of a * cross," Is very freely 
recognlxed by the American turf public a* a swindle. The several ac¬ 
counts of the race printed In the Euglish turf journal* prove that 
the decision of the steward* waa not founded upon substantial reasons, 
but was actuated ftom animus. A correspondent of the New York 
Hr raid give* the following version of the affair: 

It will be seen that notone of the papets will go so far as to say that 
the decision of the stewards was Juntlflablr, and now, after reading the 
English versions, ft maybe a* well to give evidence which may be con-, 
sidered American but Is from an unbiased source. Parole came up 
the center, or near the center, of the course and came over toward 
Stratbblane on lila left hand, Jeffery evidently considering him the 
dangerous candidate. At that time Archer waa riding Advance behind 
Strathblane aud close to the rails, which Stratbblane was also hugging. 
Parole soon had Stratbblane well beaten, and with a clean lead, Jeffery 
apparently looked upon the race as bis and eased Parole. Archer then 
saw something of a chance, and being hampered by Strathblane in 
rront of him aud Parole a 111 lie farther out, bad to pull round. He did 
ao; but the effort he made with Advance was fhtllc, as Parole won very 
easily. Archer chose coming up against the rails. Parole closed over 
toward Stralhb’aue, and instead or pulling round ono. Archer had to 
come round two; but Parole uever really * 7 crossed" Advance at all. 

The race and the “ cross'* were witnessed by hundreds of men who 
know the rules of racing, and yet these men lay odds of 4 to 1 on Parole 
getting the stakes, in other words, that the objection would be over¬ 
ruled ; hut. contrary to the general expectation,ths stewards disqualified 
Parole. Jeffery waa naturally upset and excited, aud did not get jock¬ 
eys engaged lu the race to give their version of the affair, what the 
stewards wanted with evidence In a case taking place nnder their very 
noses Is a mystery. 

It will be observed that, although no Eogllsh paper baa a word to 
•ay lo fhvor of the decision, yet there seems to be an undertone of re¬ 
joicing at Tarole being disqualified, because he did not ran for aod win 
the Lincolnshire handicap. Tnat. aa already explained, would have 
been a foolish thing to call upon him to do. after Wallenstein proving, 
to i he satisfaction of those interested, that he waa the better horse. It 
was not until after Liverpool that It could have dawned npon tboee to 
whom the management of the American horses was intrusted that the 
trial was all wrong, otherwise Parole would undoubtedly have had 
more frienda preset t and been returned at aaborter price than 100 to 15. 

That stewards are not immaculate la a subject which needs no sotting 
forth, aa witness the decision at Newmarket laat year when Confetti, 
an outsider, was disqualified for crossing Echo II . a hot favorite. 
Echo II. waa well beaten ou his merits, andwhsn Confetti did croea he 
had the race tn hand and waa well In front. Ths ridleatoua datfifloa 
at Kemutoo Park, whim the stewards disqualified Oaxtnnlan in fhvor 
of another favorite, Morose. Ison* of tbs most notorious esses le 
racing son als Fortunately tee cues got before the Jockey Club on a

the name of James Roocroft, of Bolton, oocaptee a •Imtlar posi¬ 
tion In this breed to that of the late Mr. Samuel Handle; In black- 
and-taos. Mr. RooeroA writes as follows concern Inf his earlier 
recollections of the breed In his neighborhood: 

“Tbs first good one I remember appeared, I believe, at the 
first Belle Vue show, Manchester. She was a deaf bitch, but her 
origin I know nothing about. This was about sir teen years 
since. The following year brought out the champion Tim, then 
shown by old BUI Pearson, and which sometime afterward came 
Into my p o ssess i on, and from which dog I produoed the strain 
that I hare been to very successful with since I first brought 
them out. I consider Tim was not only the first champion speci¬ 
men, but the best terrier we ever had, and was really the founda¬ 
tion of good terriers. As regards the points of terriers I think 
that by the conversations we have had together I have told you 
all I know. I may say that among others Tfm was sire to Swin¬ 
dell’s Qem, ont of a bitch be picked up In Manchester, and which 
showed lu a marked manner a cross of the Snap-dog breed, and 
you remember all his strain showed the same, more or less. He 
(Tim) was, as I have remarked, the beat terrier 1 aver saw, and 
champion for years; In fact, up to the time of his death, which 
occurred about three years ago (1878)." 

The breed being of so modern an origin, we can find little to 
add to Its history that could latereetour readers. We will there¬ 
fore proceed to offer a few hints on the breeding of this variety, 
which have I een picked up In conversation with various admir¬ 
ers of the breed. It being to universally acknowledged that 
many strains show traces of Italian greyhound or Snap (rabblt- 
courelng dog) blood, every endeavor should be taken to eradicate 
the evU. Not only does the dog suffer as a terrier In Its appear¬ 
ance, but the peculiar action In the fore-feet, whlcbltallan grey¬ 
hounds show so conspicuously, It very much against It. These 
specimens we should mate with as light (vis: lightly built)a bull- 
terrier as we could procure, and having destroyed the dog pup¬ 
pies, reserve the bltehee for subsequent re-crossing with the best 
white English stud dog we oould procure. In attempting this 
process it should be borne In mind that there Is very small prob¬ 
ability of a breeder obtaining his desire In the first cross, and 
more probably the third or fourth will get him what be wants. 
Considerable care must therefore be taken In the next cross; and 
though much depend upon circumstances, we would suggest re¬ 
sorting to the srr vices of a sire of the same strain as the father 
of the latter popples. Any dogs saved from this litter may, of 
course, be used to bitches of remote blood, when there will 
usually be plenty of offspring left to found and perpetuate a 
strain of well-bred white English terriers. 

In appearance this dog should closely resemble the black-and- 
tao, so a full description of its structural development la unnec¬ 
essary. Its color Is an Intensely brilliant white, and Its eyes very 
black and sparkling—the oblique sbspe being preferred. Spots 
of red, tan, or brlndle, frequently appear on puppies, sometimes 
weeks after they are born. There chiefly show behind the ears 
or on the neck, and are,of course, a disfigurement to a dog which 
should be pure white These are occasionally cut out when the 
popples are young, and a wide collar Is often used when this 
breed la shown, to conceal these blemishes. Many good speci¬ 
mens, too, are deaf, and though some Judges profess not to ob¬ 
ject to this Infirmity, we consider It very much against a dog’s 
chance of success, as a deaf dog Is a sorry companion either at 
home or abroad. It Is believed that nearly all purely white ani¬ 
mals are deaf, and if so the present variety Is only redeemed 
from the Infirmity by the nose, or a few scattered, and so Invisi¬ 
ble, hairs. 

The dog we have selected for Illustration Is Mr. Alfred Benja¬ 
min’s SUvIo. He was first shown by his breeder, Mr. James Roo¬ 
croft, at Bath In 1877. We were Judge upon that occasion, and 
gave him first in one of the best classes we ever saw. Subse¬ 
quently we purchased him from Mr. Roocroft, and afterward re¬ 
sold him to Mr. Benjamin. He Is certainly, If well shown, the 
best specimen we ever saw, but absence of condition has often 
caused him a defeat. He was born In 1878, and Is by Joe, out of 
Sylph, by Viper, and has won first Bath, Agricultural Hall, Dar¬ 
lington, and Alexandra Palace, 1877; first Wolverhampton, 1S78. 
His measurements are—Nose to stop, 8 Inches; stop to occiput, 
1J Inches; length of back, 15 Inches; girth of muzzle, 7 Inches; 
gtrth of skull, IS Inches; girth of brisket, 19 Inches; girth round 
shoulders, 191 Inches; girth of loin, 16 Inches; girth of forearm, 
3} Inches; gtrth of pastern, 8 Inches; height at shoulders, 18 
Inches; height at loin, 18J Inches; weight, 19 lbs.

lgrees so widely apart that so sort of relationship can be found 
to have existed between the strains for at least twenty years 
He can then look further afield for five or six other well-kept 
strains, the most prominent of all being Lord Sefton'a, which, u 
shown In the Instance of Garnet, hit admirably with Drake, and 
I think before another two seasons are over It will be seen that 
the Sefton and Devon Bang will make a hit of a startling char¬ 
acter, from the fact that the cleverest pointer breeders of the day 
are trying It. This idea Is spreading very wide, for In America 
as 1 showed last week, some of tbs beat of our Eogllah rep’ 
reaentatlves have been purchased for this particular sort of 
breeding, and In Germany the Bangs, Drakes and Seftons that 
have been sent out there, principally within the last two years, 
are turning out so well that just now there la a strong demand 
tor pointers bred exactly In this way, the latest application I have 
beard of to the Sporting Dog and Field Trial Company bring 
from Hungary, fora stud pointer; but the conditions are that 
be mutt be by champion Bang out of a Drake bitch, or by cham¬ 
pion Drake out of a Bang bitch. 

It It tolerably plain, therefore, that to continue this strain It 
very expedient, and as I last week selected the best field trial 
performer from the Drake family, to cross with the ladles of 
Bang strain, In that real good pointer Garnet, to for breeding In 
tbs vice versa direction I have the tame confidence In recommend¬ 
ing Mr. J. H. Setter's Mike, a ton of champion Bang out of Mil¬ 
ler’s Sella—a Hamlet bred bitch. Like Garnet. Mike’s creden¬ 
tials reach to the show bench, and to field trials In the very high¬ 
est degree, as he la a first prise taker at a Crystal Palace show, 
and at many other shows, besides he has been top wrangler, 
whilst In field trials he continued for three seasons In the very 
first flight, by a succession of Important victories. Mike Is a liver 
and white flecked dog, like most of the breed, and from head to 
stern he Is one of the most level made ones that could possibly 
come before the eye. Medium sized, about fifty-four pounds, 1 
should say, with a sharp, lively-looking head, which In expres¬ 
sion seems to say “1 am always ready," and with beautiful 
shoulders, good legs and feet, and strong loins and quarters, be 
la always one to catch the eye of a Judge, and he looks, take him 
from all points, a thorough sportsman's pointer. George Earl, 
the eminent artist, has taken an admirable likeness of him, and, 
In the opinion of a good critic, the picture should find a space In 
the Royal Academy this season, so I hope the readers of Bell 
may see It, as It fairly represents what a pointer should be. It Is, 
however, on the field even more than on the bench, that Mike 
has distinguished himself, as, coming out as a puppy In 1874, at 
the Devon and Cornwall trials, he polished off a small party of bis 
own age In very grand form, as I can recollect him down with Mr. 
Whltehouse’e Doncaster, and somehow or other all the birds In 
the parish seemed to have settled In one field, Mike beat¬ 
ing his opponent both In nose and pace, finding seven 
brace In different parts of the field In ten minute*, and a very 
good Devooahlre sportsman Immediately offered Mr. Sam Price 
fifty guineas for this promising puppy,and,as events subsequently 
proved, this good offer was fortunately refused, as on the follow¬ 
ing day Mr. Price brought out old Bang, with this young son of 
his for the braces open to the world, and although pitted against 
such ones as Mr. Whltehouse's Pax and Beau, and Mr. Barclay 
Field’s Dick and Mab, such work was done by Bang and son that 
nothing but a faultless score could beat them, and so they 
won hands down. They also won a third stake for Mr. 8. Price, 
and I know at the time I strongly recommended the latter gen¬ 
tleman to enter them for the Shrewsbury braces, as I did not be¬ 
lieve that any brace of pointers or setters In the world could beat 
them In the form they were In, as the old dog’s msgnlflcent style 
never came out In grander form than when working with his son, 
who seemed to depend on his sire In a far greater degree than be 
would to any other dog. I was right In my conjectures, as all 
this was shown at Shrewsbury, where they met thirteen braces of 
pointers and setters, the pick of the country, and won In a style 
that showered congratulations on Mr. Price that he owned the 
best brace of pointers In the world. It Is a matter of history 
how this famous brace won the year following at Shrewsbury, 
besting a still bigger field, and again the third year, the beauti¬ 
ful style of the two on several occasions fairly bringing 
down the house, if such an expression can be used In speak¬ 
ing of field trial spectators. Mike was faster than his famouB 
father, being, I should say, In this particular, more on a level 
with Drake, with whom he had a great trial at Horse Heath at 
one meeting, though the old champion was hardly then In his 
prime, yet he went wonderfully well that day, and the stretched 
between him and Mike as they raced to their points were well 
worth seeing. The best bit of work, however, as regards pace 
that I think I ever saw was at Shrewsbury In 1876, when Mike 
was down with Mr. Whltehouse’s Rapid, the account of the trial 
bring that the two raced up a field of sceda at the rate of forty 
miles an hour, when Rapid drew out two lengths like a grey¬ 
hound, and in the next Instant the two were like statues, taking 
the point together. I thought I had never seen pointers go so 
fast without making a mistake, and In doing so they both showed 
extraordinary nose. I have often heard Mr. Price say that he 
would back Mike to ruu field after field, from Exeter to Land's 
End, and that no one should find the bottom of him. No day 
was ever too long for him, and be war the sort of dog that a 
week would not tire. As an all round dog, therefore, possessing 
good looks, considerably above the common, and every quality 
In the field, of pace, nose, stoutness, and style, it Is difficult to 
find Mike’s equal, and Mr. Salter, wheu be purchased him, did so 
In the spirit he has before now shown In the coursing world, to 
have something a bit better In the pointer way than most other 
people can show. I think breeders should have looked to Mike 
rather more than t|jey have done, as par excellence he Is the dog to 
carry out the Idea of Bang and Drake, as he carries with him all 
the qualifications of one of the old champions, and for great 
speed he has a resemblance to the other. A daughter or grand¬ 
daughter of Drake should hit with him exactly, or Sefton bred 
ones, and those who are In possession of such valuable pointer 
bitches should follow my advice by looking up that very game 
pointer, Mike.— Bell's Ufe. 

German and English Pointers. 

The true and real value of a pointer, as well as that of any 
sporting dog, should by every rule of logic only be determined 
by IU practical usefulness. The more or leas prepossessing ap¬ 
pearance of the animal, the length of Its pedigree, or even the 
number of points it hsa gained, are only pleasant additions The 
practical usefulness, however, to which the pointer may be put 
Is various. It may be very serviceable to some; It will be of 
little use to others. In confirmation of this view we must closely 
oooslApr the various purposes for which these dogs are kept. 

A sportsman who shoots partridges In fallow ground, In which 
be always must have a limited horizon, will, for well-known 
reasons, prefer a dog whose movements are stealthy, slow, and 
careful, to one who beats the field, Is quick-footed, and less obe- 
dleoL The same choice must be made by sportsmen who are 
obliged to shoot la very narrow and limited sporting fields, 
which, we regret to say, art frequently to be met with In thickly- 
populated districts, when the soil Is good. If a pointer, such 
aa we have described, la necessary, It Is even more so among the 
mountains, where tt to the constant companion of the forsstrOffi-

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CHAPTER XIV. 


White English Terriers. 

The difference In appearance between the white Eugltoh terrier 
and the black and tan 1a very alight, but the obstacles in the way 
of a breeder’s success In the two breeds are very different. In 
the former variety color and markings have to be studied to a 
great degree, whilst In the white English terrier the correct shape 
and action of a terrier are very bard to obtain. It to naturally 
easier to breed a pure white dog from white parents than It la to 
breed correctly-marked and well-tanned puppies from almost per¬ 
fect black-and-tsns. Tbs latter, however, breed much nearer the 
correct terrier shape than do white English terriers, and this to 
od account of the Italian greyhound taint which runs Id so many 
strains. One authority expresses an opinion that all white Eng¬ 
lish terriers show traces of an admixture of Italian greyhound 
blood, but we cannot allow this to be the case, having both 
owned and seen specimens which do not show any symptoms of 
the cross. So little encouragement to, however, shown to breed¬ 
ers In tbelr efforts to Improve tbs variety, that the classes which 
appear at our shows are naturally meager; but we are of opinion 
that If better known this terrier woald quickly rival the black- 
and-tan In the estimation of the public. The Intense brilliancy 
of tbelr Jackets contrasts so beautifully with surrounding objects, 
and their temperaments ere so vivacious aDd affectionate, that 
they deserve to be more fully known and appreciated; and this, 
we trust, will some day be tbe case. 

Mr. White, of Clapham, first brought the breed Into tbe quali¬ 
fied prominence It now enjoys, aa be was a large winner In these 
classes st the earlier shows His dogs, however, woqjd not pass 
master In tbe present day, as many leading terrier points were con¬ 
spicuous by their absence, tbe Italian greyhound apparently hav¬ 
ing been largely drawn upon In their prodnfiUon. Midland- 
county breeders next turned tbelr attention to tbe variety, and 
tbe late Mr. James Hlnks, of Worcester street, Birmingham, 
showed and disposed of many firat-claee specimens. Tbe late 
Mr. James Martin, also of Salford, Manchester, was ve y success¬ 
ful with bla Joe, Gem, and Pink, but we always objected to them, 
tbe former especially, on account of the Italian blood be showed. 
Mr. 8. E. Shirley, M.P., tbe Rev. J. W.* MeUor, and Mr. J. H. 
Murchison, also showed some good ones years ago, aa did Mr. 
Skidmore, of Nsntwlch, and Mr. George Stable*, of Manchester, 
the letter's Viper being a first-rate specimen, though poeeeated of 
a moat savage temper. Tbe latter dog not only did himself 
credit on tbe show bench, but gained additional honor by beget¬ 
ting the famous bitch Sylph, who was In her time the undoubted 
champion of this breed, and gained her breeder, Mr. Roocroft, 
many first prises. 

It to to the enterprise and judgment of the letter that ^ are 
Indebted for the Improvement of the white English terrier, and 
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Mr. Setter’* Pointer Mike. 

In my laet paper I expressed a strong opinion that the beat 
pointer cross of the dey was the one between Mr. S. Price’s cham¬ 
pion Bang and Mr. Lloyd-Priee’s champion Drake. The laet men¬ 
tioned to dead, but Bang who was two years younger than Drake, 


to alive 2nd hearty, I am glad to hear, although ten yean old, and 
be may be yet of some use to continue the valuable strain, as It 
must not be forgotten that Drake got a winner of the Field Trial 
Derby about a month before he died, et tbe patriarchal age of 
eleven. We are bound, however, to consider Bang and Drake's 
tons and daughters at the present time, and my Idea to that by 
crossing tbe descendants of tbe two old doge, one must be on a 
very oafs line, end tbe probabilities are that such a course will. 


eventually, produce pointers as good as either of the champions, 
and that the produce of a still more remote generation will be 
Invaluable tt breeding stock, to cross with the beautiful strains 
of pointers from each kennels as Mr.PUklngton's and Mr.Butter's. 
One thing to certain, we must keep up a fresh supply of blood, 
aa the higher pointers are bred, sod the more they (bow of those 
exquisite qualities that have been of late years so remarkable at 
field trials, the greater reason to there to harden, aa It were, 
these perfections In the breed. I believe In a certain amount of 
In breeding In both setters and pointers, but not too 
moch of It, and when the present science displayed In 
breeding bee given us a sufficient number of strains to pick and 
choose from I shall be Inclined to adhere to the plan the lata 
Mr. Parry punned In fox-honnda, namely, to oonnt five genera¬ 
tions before clearing Into the same strain again. With setter* 
that are worth breeding from this to impossible at pres en t; bat 
with pointers there la e much wider field, end breeden having 
followed such e course,during tbe lest five years especially,to pos¬ 
sibly the reason why we have each a number of good pointen at 
tbe present time. A breeder, for instance, bow can start a ken¬ 
nel of pointen on the descendants of Drake sod Bang, with pad- 
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cgt officiating then, and one might say It to Ilk* th* “ mald-of- 
411 -work." Th*. claims which are ofUn sud< a poo It, both 
phnlotllj and mentally, surpass *11 common Id*** of animal in- 
MiUgeoca. They expect thaae dog* to be quit* proof against and 
Intrepid under all the Influences of climate ; to help their master 
rigorously In hto attacks upon wood-thieves and poachers; at 
time* to follow bis steps closely. At other limes, again. It to re¬ 
quired to bant the deer, the fox, and the hare loudly; and a 
short time afterwards, often on the tame day, quietly to look for, 
and fixedly to point at th* moor-cock (red grout*), heath-cock, 
and wood-snipe, to fetch and carry all the game which ha* 
been killed that It not too heavy for them, Including the fox. 
Frequently he has to take the place of the bloodhound; and 
when the patron In the valley tends out ta Invitation for par¬ 
tridge-shooting, they are expected to show themselves brave, and 
fleets* a hare. They would also be used for watching In the 
mouth of the fox’s hole, tf the narrow entrance would allow of It 
These brave dogs, after having attended their masters for many 
hours In cold, snow, and rain, and having in most cases been 
scantily fed, on reaching home at night, Imperfectly aheltered In 
a tumble-down hut are often obliged to keep watch over the 
house and farm. 

We have In reality met with dogs like these, particularly In 
Moravia, among the Rlesen-Geblrge and the Sudeten, a chain of 
mountains between Bohemia and Silesia, that have accomplished 
sll the functions of the bull-dog, the bloodhound, the pointer, 
and tetter,to blamelessly,so tndefatlgably that we doubted whether 
It was the Intelligence of the creatures, or their breaklng-ln and 
training, which bad developed In them such varltd qualities In 
such perfection. 

If the admirers of the old Qerman pointer Imagine they find 
him In the above-mentioned dog, then w* can well understand 
their particular preference. But—has a permanent race of Ger¬ 
man pointers ever existed! We very much doubt It, a* we shall 
show later on. 

Quite different Is the account w* must give of the English 
sporting dog. Here we have two species, the pointer and the 
tetter, which by a rational training of several generations, have 
been fitted for their work. The pointer, In hit natural dlspoal- 
tlon and the manner In which be can be most Judiciously trained 
for the gun, It the very opposite of the Ideal German pointer. 
By hit fleet searching powers, his generally Inferior obedience, 
hit violent temper, and his short covering of balr, he is not 
suited for use In mountainous and hilly countries; and even If 
English pointers may be found, who having been hardened from 
their youth and specially trained for the purpose, can take the 
place of these quiet, strong, long-haired pointers, they are only 
exceptions to the rule. 

The real pointer Is more especially In his right place, when a 
sportsman wishes to thoroughly (quarter) beat, In one day, 1,000 
or more hectare (a French measure containing a hundred seres 
or ten thousand meters sqnare) of sporting fields, and thus start 
many partridges. His short hair and strong muscular build en¬ 
able him to do bis work with the greatest success on the warmest 
Autumn days. Even where there Isgreat scarcity of water,he show* 
astonishing perseverance, and never a sign of fatigue or dullness. 
These are all valuable qualities, In which the setter, and still 
more, the German pointer, are almost entirely wanting. 

For this cause, we scarcely find any breed but the pointer, or 
that short-haired race so nearly i elated to It, which from the 
pureness of Its blood, Is so qualified for the chase In those exten¬ 
sive plains of bunting district* which North Germany, more 
especially East and West Prussia, Pomerania, Brandenburg, and 
BUesta, are still fortunate enough to possess. 

In these large bnntlng districts, nothing could be accomplished 
with a slow, stealthy dog. which latter qualities * re especially 
said to belong to the so-called German pointer. He will start an 
exceedingly small number of birds In comparison with a real 
pointer. The latter will not only beat the field with much greater 
fleetness and with equal staunchness and fixed pointing, but 
will search the field at 500 paces from the sportsman, tod will 
thus get over a much larger extent of ground. The objection, 
also, which we frequently hear, that the English pointer Is broken 
In with more difficulty and less completely than the German 
pointer, and that It Is less ready at fetching and carrying, Is per¬ 
fectly unfounded, and could at most be said of a few neglected 
animals of the race. The English pointer Is, however, more sus¬ 
ceptible to the changes of climate than the German, and cannot 
h* brought out when the cold Is higher than 10 deg. 

The excellent English setter generally unites In himself the 
advantages of the careful, useful long-haired German pointer and 
those of the English pointer, without the slowness of tbs former, 
and the passionate hastiness of the latter. In consequence of 
these qualities, be Is equally serviceable among the mountains, 
In billy countries, and on the plain; more especially where only 
one sporting dog Is or can be kept. Setters, among whom we 
often find exceedingly fine specimens, are very easily trained to 
the gun, on account of their natural obedience and Intelligence. 
They agree well with other and strange dogs; and, as a rule, 
know how to give such an eloquent expression to their attach¬ 
ment and love for their master that sportsmen, who have kept 
dogs of this species for some time, can seldom be persuaded to 
employ others for the chase. For all these reasons the setter 
ought to be more Introduced Into our country wherever special 
local circumstances of the hunting-ground do not prevent Its 
being of use, more especially If the members of the Kynologlcal 
Boclety should succeed by rational breeding In naturalising It as 
a permanent race. 

When we are considering a permanent race, the so-called Ger 
man pointer can only be mentioned as of an undeflnable race, 
which even at the present time Is becoming more uncertain. At 
the same time we do not In any way wish to Imply that there 
are not now,nor have been formerly,any true pointer* In Germany 
without a mixture of English blood. 8ome may be found who, 
having been taken from their pointer-mothers when puppies, 
and having been strictly, and with considerable trouble, trained 
by those who have a thorough knowledge of dogs, have given 
entire satisfaction; more especially when they have been fre¬ 
quently and practically made use of, as this Is a first considera¬ 
tion In their training. Nevertheless, when a true lover of hunt¬ 
ing wishes to procure for himself a pointer or train one, he will 
not like to be dependent upon these casualties, but will wish to 
have a guarantee for what he purchases. This, however, to only 
to be found In a more or lata permanent race, such as the En¬ 
glish pointer or the English and Irish setter.—A. Goaona, Up¬ 
per-Forester (Castle Blebleben, near Gotha), In lAm 8Uek 
Journal. 

Stock Don and Bench Show*—Breeding.

Editor Chicago Fislo:— It Is acknowledged that experience 
Is one of the best of teacher*. To those who have attended most 
of th* bench shows In this country U has bean apparent that the 
prises offered for stock dog* ware so worded that it was not In 
th* power of th* Judge to award prise* to many who were really 
worthy of It, and I think In all future shows th* prise for stock 
dog* should be differently worded. It should not read. “ For the 
bast English tetter shown with two of hto get," but '* For the best 
Engl tab setter dog for stock purposes, to be Judged by two or 
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more of hto get, to b* shown with him." In the first Instance a 
handsome dog that had or would win a first prise, shown with 
two ordinary whelp* of hto get, would be entitled to the prize 
because be was the best dog, In th* other asse no matter whether 
the dog shown could himself win a prize or not, If he produced 

ra y that could he would be entitled to the prise. The latter 
der the correct test on which to-Judge a stock dog. What 
to wanted la a stock dog to hto capability to produce good stock, 
whether he be handsome himself or not, as the way this clast to 
now Judged at shows give* our beet stock getter* no chance at all 
to win this prise. Take for Instance Bake, Rob Roy (now dead), 
Pride of the Border, and other noted good ones, whose get are 
coming to the front at bench shows; they are by tboae who think 
by breeding to a prise winner they are almost sure of getting 
something fine, entirely Ignored, while those who have tried them 
are so pleased with the progeny that they use them exclusively. 
Having bred to both myself, I am perfectly satisfied that, though 
there may be handsomer dogs, there are but few that have pro¬ 
duced better stock. Rake to by Dan, the sire of Gladstone, but 
Gladstone to out of a Ltverack bitch, whilst Rtke's dam Is Ru y, 
who hat a cross of the Rbmbe blood. In the case of Gladstone 
the else his been reduced, the form beautified and the coat Im¬ 
proved, showing to me conclusively that the Duke—Rhoebe stock 
should be bred to small fine bitches. I can say the same of Rob 
Roy. Where he has been brad to small, fine bitches he has pro¬ 
duced both bench show and field trial winners; but neither of 
these dogs, shown under the present rule of Judging, would be 
liable to win a prise as a stock dog. I feel It Is for the Interest 
of every one who desires the Improvement of the canine race, 
that this should be changed, ta doga who win first prizes are 
eagerly sought for ap sires, to the detriment of equally a* good If 
not better ones—who are not winners. All breeders of stock full 
well know It la not always the handsomest that produce their 
equal; bwt In many Instances an ordinary looking animal pro¬ 
duces some very superior one* That being the case, let the dogs 
that win prizes as stock dogs be Judged by the stock they pro¬ 
duce, whether they are handsome or not themselves. While on 
.this subject 1 would aay many dogs are discarded on account of 
color, even without a trial as to what they will produce. To me. 
If I know the blood Is all right, I never reject a sire on that ac¬ 
count until he has been tetted and proven that he marks bis pro¬ 
geny after himself, for we find In one litter orange and white, 
liver and white, and black and white. Who will prove that the 
liver and white Is not as liable to produce orange and white or 
black and white as the other! They all have the same tire and 
dam, and I see no reason why one should not produce whelps of 
the same color as the other. I have tried this by breeding 
a liver *Dd white dog (whose sire was liver and white 
and dam lemon and white) to an orange and white 
bitch and produced black and white and lemon and white pups. 
I have bred a liver and white dog to a black and tan bitch and 
produced black and white, cream color, and black and tan, but 
no liver and white. On Inquiry I find the stock from which he 
originated seldom produced a liver pnd white whelp. My Idea Is 
that at some time there was a liver and white cross In the strain, 
which will at times In some litters show Itself; but as there Is 
usually In most litters more than one desires to raise, he can dis¬ 
pose of those whose color does not suit. It does not follow that 
where a dog Is of any particular color, unless he Is from a strain 
In which his color predominates, that his progeny will resemble 
him In color, although they may In every other point. Let 
attention be paid to the stock from which the animal originated, 
and If the color you do not desire to produce predominates dis¬ 
card him entirely, bnt If his color does not predominate In the 
strain from which you desire to breed, do not fear that any large 
number of bis color will be produced. I was much surprised 
years long since passed In breeding a lemon and white dog to a 
liver and white bitch In not producing but one or two of the color 
of sire or dam. There were three steel mixed, or now termed 
blue beltons. On Investigation I found the dam of the dog was 
black and white and sire blue belton; this set the fear of there 
having any mistake happened at rest, with me, yet others thought 
different. The three blue beltons lived and showed all the good 
qualities of sire and dam In the field, and have produced the 
color both of sire and dam In their progeny. This endeavor to 
bnlld up the reputation of a dog or destroy It on account of color, 
is In my estimation a farce, as they are good of all colors; and I 
believe with a knowledge of the strains from which you breed, 
you can generally calculate with considerable degree of certainty 
on the color of the majority of the progeny. Shamrock. 

How to Raise • Litter of Pups. 

Buffalo, N. Y. 

Editor ChicaooFirld i— Several months ago you may possibly 
remember me giving you an account of a litter of six puppies 
that I lost from worms, and the large number of them found In 
the Intestines of the puppies after a post mortem. The cause 
assigned at the time was from over-feeding the bitch and giving 
too much milk between meals. I have Just succeeded In rearing 
a fine litter of six from this same bitch, and every one of them 
up to the time of leaving me was In perfect health. I have 
received letters from three parties to whom I shipped them, who 
state they are more than pleased with thsm. A former dog-judge 
and leading member of a prominent Kennel Club, writes me, and, 
after praising Its good qualities, such as " excellence of head, 
betokening great intelligence," " fineness of coat,” etc., adds 
that be must compliment me on the admirable condition In 
which he received bis pup. 

For the benefit of any of your numerous reader* who may wish 
to adopt my plan of treatment I will give It, and although It may 
have been a "scratch," It nevertheless worked like a charm: 
Immediately after the bitch was warded, I took Stonehenge, May- 
hew, Dinks and Hutchinson, and one or two other " dog works," 
put them In an old trunk, locked It and threw the key clear Into 
another county. Not but what those works are excellent 
authority for tome to go by, but In order to prescribe from them 
Intelligently and correctly, one, In my opinion, must first 
thoroughly understand a dog’s system, and then be able to give 
a clear diagnosis of the case. This “gueas-work'' may be 
amusing to the man, but It's bad business for the poor dog. I 
then commenced feeding the bitch moderately once per day for 
four week* and gave all the exercise possible, but not half a* 
much (owing to business engagements) as with the previous 
Utter. Then for five weeks I fed moderately twice per day a 
little lean beef well boiled with various kinds of vegetables, 
bashed up and made Into a stiff corn mush and then baked In 
bread pan* For ten days previous to whelping her food was of 
a sloppy nature, consisting of bant soup. After she whelped I 
got a nice stuffed dub made and set In the corner of the kennel, 
and when aver a man cam* In and began to give me advice aa to 
treatment, etc., I first banged him on the head and fired him out; 
If he came back tor an explanation I would quietly Inform him 
that th* Chioaoo Fiiui and ouraslvsa were running this litter of 
pupa, and that we had marked out a certain court* of treatment, 
and w* would carry It out or die In the attempt This generally 
quieted him (I presume bananas I mentioned th* Chicago Fimld). 

For the first nine day* they ware lively as oould be, and “ dog 
stock " was up; than they began to show decided symptoms simi¬ 
lar to tha previous Uttar that! loti. Just about this time through 


tome mismanagement two of my Chioaoo Fiblbs failed to come 
to band. Blaiosi but I was wrathy. I took six garlics and 
boiled them up In a little beef soup and put the whole In an air¬ 
tight preserve Jar (don't put It In a torked bottle for It will 
" stink ’’ the cork out Ins York second), then I fed the bitch 
this garlic mixed In her beet soup. The thirteenth day the pup¬ 
pies' eyes only began to open. I continued the garlic, allowing 
a day or two to Intervene, sa too much of It caused looseness of 
the bowels The pups at once began to mend, and at three weeks 
old they began to lap beef soup. After a tew days I stirred In a 
thin paste made of wheat flour, and occasionally put In a table¬ 
spoonful or two of the garlic. At four weeks old escb would 
get outside of more beef soup than any “ lunch fiend " you ever 
saw; then I added an onion to their soup and boiled It well. 
Whenever they were awake they were always at play and a 
stronger or more healthy litter of pups I believe never lived. 
At six weeks old I shipped three of them nearly four hundred 
miles away, and they all arrived In splendid condition as stated, 
and the three remaining here are still In that same good condi¬ 
tion. 

I of course fed no milk at all. The bitch was never sick a day; 
always gave abundance of milk, and one of your representatives 
who saw her when nursing the litter pronounced her In splendid 
condition. And for all of this I have to thank the ChicaooJFirld 
for I got from It my Instructions from time to time (excepting 
the garlic) and I think If one keeps the run of that paper he 
can learn nearly all he wishes to know about dogs, as well at a 
good many other thing*. I believe If a bitch la healthy and 
Is fed properly from the start many puppies would be saved which 
die from the effects of worms. Try It and don't forget the garlic.

The Food for Puppies. 

Lynchburg, Va. 

Editor Chicago Fibld:—I n your Issue of April S, B., of 8t. 
Louis, Mo., asks for Information as to feeding young puppies. 
As It Is always “ a labor of love ” with me to Impart any Infor¬ 
mation to a brother sportsman, I very cheerfully give him my ex¬ 
perience, wbicb has been uniformly successful. 

When the pups are three weeks old, and particularly If the lit¬ 
ter Is a large one, commence feeding them on food prepared as 
follows: Take one quart of fresh cow’s milk, and add to It a 
tablespoonful of flour; boll carefully for about five minutes, then 
add to the boiled milk and flour a gill of sweetened lime water, 
prepared by dissolving a pound of white sugar In one gallon of 
lime water. As soon as this I* cool give It to the pups, and In a 
day or two they will lap It greedily, and fatten and Improve on 
It By feeding them twice a day, morning and evening, the bitch 
will be saved that drain which would otherwise reduce her very 
much; but by this plan she will give about enough milk to keep 
the pups healthy. 

I must confess the worm business bothered me not a little 
last year. I lost seven out of a litter of eight, and all from 
worms. I tried most of the remedies usually prescribed for 
children, except turpentine. The worms came away It Is true, 
but the pups died. In Stonehenge’s new book, " The Dog* of 
the British Islands," he gives a list of the vermifuges used, but 
expresses a decided preference for turpentine. Should I have oc¬ 
casion to try this remedy I will certainly give it In the form of a 
capsule, followed by a dose of castor or olive oil. These cap¬ 
sules are prepared by Messrs. Planten & Son, New York, and can 
be had of any druggist. The beauty of this mode of administering 
the medicine Is, the capsule slips down the dog’s throat so easily 
be never knows be has taken It. 

Powdered glass Is an old and favorite remedy with me for 
worms. I have given It to my friend's and my own dogs hun¬ 
dreds of times and never with the slightest bad effects, bnt I 
think It Is only good for pups four months old and upward and 
grown dogs. I usually take about a teaspoonful and make It 
Into a bolus or mass with butter and drop It In the dog’s throat 
and It goes down easily enough. Its action Is not toxic, but 
purely mechanical. If B. will give me bis address I will take 
great pleasure In sending him some powdered glass, as I always 
keep a stock on band, and Its cost Is nothing. Demo. 

Disease from Eatiug Fish. 

Delaware ‘City, Del. 

Editor Chicago Field: —In your Issue of March 30, I notice 
a letter from Mr. William Lang Chapman, Portland, Oregon, 
upon the subject of dogs being poisoned to death from eating 
raw salmon. This letter called to my mind a disease to which 
the dogs living on the shores of the Chesapeake bay, and streams 
emptying Into It, are subject. It Is a kind of paraljsls. It 
first affects them In the loins until they are unable to use their 
bind legs, and the dog gradually gets worse until It Is unable to 
stand at all. 

Those affected seem not to have any pain, only they lose all 
muscular control of their legs, and lay on their bellies and twist 
about, and will sometimes move several yards In this way during 
the day. They do not lose control of their neck, as they can 
hold their beads erect and move them In any direction. 

The only time I ever saw this disease was In the Fall of 1877, 
on the Town Point farm, at the Junction of the Elk and Bohe¬ 
mia rivers, one of the best docking points on the bay, owned by 
my friend, Mr. O. D. Foulks. I then saw four cases of It The 
dogs all recovered under a strictly milk diet In about three 
weeks. I always supposed the disease came from eating raw 
fish, which, from causes unknown to me, died, and were washed 
upon the shore. We knew that some of the dogs almost lived 
upon these fish, preferring them to the kennel food, and those 
were the ones which were taken 111. 

Moreover, the dead fish were teen only during the ISnmmer 
and Fall, and, at no other time of the year were they troubled 
with the disease. One of the dogs which was affected was a tet¬ 
ter bitch, nursing a litter bf whelps, and about half of the 
whelps were takeu 111 with the disease, and died before we could 
remove them to another bitch. How can this disease be 
accounted for, It not from the fishl We should like Mr. Chap¬ 
man to give us symptoms, and full particular* of the salmon 
poisoning. M. Von Culin.

We all oftentlmee think we see something In a pup that de- 
notee more than usual hunting quail ties; and many an one trill 
hare been heard to say, " I wish It waa not too late ’’ for I would 
enter that pup for the Field Trial Derby.’’ I may be of very 
dull comprehension, but I can’t see the reason of closing the 
entries, and others hare written me tbe same.

THE LOCATION OF THE N.A.K. C. TRIALS. 


Laet week we mentioned tbat President Raymond bad been 
offered by Mr. Godeffroy the n«e of hta farm at Gnymard, Orange 
Co., New York, and by Mr. W. DeForreet of bis six thousand 
aerea In Went Virginia, and that Mr. E. 8. Wanmaker had offered 
between eighteen hundred and three thousand acres at Cool 
Spring, North Carolina, for running the trlala of the National 
American Kennel Club next Noyember. 

At the annual meeting of the club laat November, at Patoka, 
Mr. D. C. Sanborn was appointed to select grounds soluble for 
holding the trials and to report the same to the president for bis 
approval. By the same resolution the president was anthorlzed 
to Incur such expense as may be necessary to stock and protect 
the grounds. 

Mr. Sanborn has been actively engaged daring the last four 
months, by correspondence and by visiting localities, In selecting 
a soluble place. On Tuesday last he called on ns to say that he 
has deeded on Vincennes, Indiana, as the place offering the 
best advantages for bolding the trials, and has reported the same 
to President Raymond for bis approval. 

At Vincennes Col. A. G. Sloo offered Mr. Sanborn the use of 
his and hla brother’s farms, adjoining each other and consisting 
of one thousand acres. If the dub accepted Col. Sloo’a offer be 
promised not to allow any one to shoot over the ground before 
the trials were run. Col. Sloo la an ardent sportsman, and as¬ 
sured Mr. 8anborn that be would do everything In hla power to 
contribute to the success of the trials If they were run on his 
place. Moreover he would obtain the consent of the neighboring 
farmers for the nse of their farms It necessary, but he did 
not think they would need them, and Mr. 8anborn thinks so also, 
judging from the nnmber of birds he fonnd. 

Mr. Sanborn says the land. Is the best for running tbe trials on, 
of any be has seen; It resembles Belle Meade very mneh. The 
land Is under tbe highest sUte of cultivation and remarkably 
free from cockle-bur*. In each field la a ravine which Col. Sloo 
bas purposely preserved u a shelter and protection for the 
quails. For the last two Winter* grain has been dally sprinkled 
along these ravines, so tbat the birds have not suffered for food. 
This year three hundred and fifty acres of wheat and over two 
hundred acres of corn have been planted, which will give over 
five hundred acres of wheat-stubble and corn-fields next Fall. 

Mr. Sanborn ran Nellie from 3 o’clock until 6 o’clock, laet 
Saturday afternoon, and In that time found fourteen coveya of 
qnalls, the smallest of which numbered seven, all of the others 
ranging from twelve to twenty birds each. Each covey found 
was a seperate one- Mr. Sanborn was especially careful not to 
follow In the direction a flushed covey flew, as he was desirous 
of knowing just bow many covies be could Sod. Col. Sloo and 
the farm bands informed Mr. Sanborn that there were several 
covies he had not started, dose to the ground he bad gone over, 
which had escaped him owing to his avoiding following In the 
direction flushed covies flew. And of course there were other 
covies In fields Mr. Sanborn did not draw, aa be was satisfied he 
had found enough birds to warrant him selecting the location for 
the trials. 

Colonel Sloo'afarm la seven miles from Vincennes; but three 
m lea from the city are farms on whlc i are plenty of birds, and 
over which the privilege of running the dogs can be had should 
It be considered desirable to utilize the time In going to Colonel 
Sloo'a. 

Vincennes Is one of the most accesulble places that could be 
found. Tbe railroad facilities are such tbat It can be reached 
from almost an; point, several railroads centering there. Tbe 
hotel accommodations are excellent. The four best hotels agreed 
with Mr. Sanborn to charge two dollars a day; and there are 
cheaper hotels for those who might prefer them. The livery 
stable proprietors agreed not to charge more than their regular 
rates. All whom Mr. Sanborn met seemed anxious that tbe trials 
sbonld be held at Vincennes, and each promised to do hla utmost 
towards contributing to the success of thsm, notably: Dr. E. M 
Kellum, the Hon. John Long, District Attorney, and other prom¬ 
inent sportsmen. They promised a ball free for tbe meeting of 
tbe kennel dab, and to see tbat proper accommodations were 
provided for tbe dogs.

WILD PIGEONS. 

Messrs. Bond A Ellsworth have Information from A. Wrlaley, 
which Is confirmed by W. A. Press snd E. T. Martin, the Utter 
of whom left for there last week, that March 39 the wild pigeons 
commenced to neat on tbe Platte River, Bensle Oa, Mich., about 
fifteen mile* from Traveiae City, where moat of the natters have 
gone.

Tbe wild pigeon's nest every other year In Michigan, and the 
□eating* being large and accessible to railway transportation 
rich yean the birds an always earlier In the market and cheaper 
than when they neat In other and lest accessible localities. This 
year being the one they nest In Michigan, the tournaments wjll 
be held earlier, and the prioe of the birds will be very mu A 
leas than laat year. At present the nnmber of birds In market, 
dead and alive U small, bat dally the receipts will Increase. As 
yet they are all old birds, bat an In remarkably fine condition. 
Last week live birds wen quoted st $1.76 s dosen and dead btrda 
at $1.50 a dosen; thU week the price Is $160 and $1.35 respect¬ 
ively, a dosen. 

Messrs. Bond A Ellsworth have fitted np the two upper floors 
of tbelr store In the most approved manner, with wire cages, to 
be floored with gnvel brought by the car load from Wisconsin, 
In which they can accommodate twelve thousand birds at a time. 
Herotofore they have been receiving from tbe netten moat of the 
live birds coming Into the Chicago market, and selling them on 
commission to the dealer*. This year they Intend to sell directly 
to the clnbs, snd by so doing place the birds in their hands at a 
lower figure than they have heretofore paid for them. Messrs. 
Bond A Ellsworth propose to Issne every Friday a circular an¬ 
nouncing tbe price of birds from the following Monday to the 
following Saturday ending the week. All lending their names 
will receive tbe circular weekly.

A Moose Hunt Id New Brunswick. 

BY D. O. BOBRKTSOH. 

“ Moose; an animal of the deer kind, baring a short, thick 
neck with a mane, a long horny muffler, and broad slouching ear*. 
Tbe males have antlers branched and broadly palmate. Tbe 
American moose to Met* amerUanut snd to tbe largest deer of 
America. It to fonnd from tbe northern part of tbe United 
States to the Arctic Ocean and to distinct from, thoogh resem¬ 
bling, the elk ol Europe ” 

ThU much from Webster by way of preface and for the benefit 
of those to whom this noble animal to a stranger, and now for 
my recollections of a very interesting and to me exciting cruise 
after one of these bearers of "broadly palmate antlers." It Is 
some five years ago now since my ballet brought down a speci¬ 
men of this tribe, and my remembrance to becoming somewhat 
Indistinct. This, combined with my being a novice In the writing 
field, will, I trust, be sufficient excuse for any shortcomings In 
this narrative. One day In the latter part of February, 1875,1 
was sitting In m; den enjoying my usual after-dinner smoke snd 
contemplating with considerable pride a new rifle which I bad 
tbat day purchased, and also wondering to what use I sbonld put 
It, besides that of an ornament to my room, when my solitude 
and meditations were alike disturbed by tbe entrance of a great 
friend and crony of mine whom I shall designate aa Tom. Ha 
was an ardent sportsman and had traversed the country with rod 
and gun until he was aa au fait In the haunts of fish and game as 
any Indian banter. His flrat look when he entered tbe room 
was st my new purchase, snd after the customary compliment 
had been paid to the rifle, he at once plunged in mediae r»i and 
asked me If I were In s position to take s week’s holiday snd go 
with him for s moose hunt. I st once Jumped at the offer and 
tn a few boars we had arranged all preliminaries snd were ready 
snd Impatient for the start. We only waited to bear from an In¬ 
dian friend of Tom’s, one who bad accompanied him on many a 
tramp through bush and brier and who would have followed him 
clear to the north pole bad there been tbe slightest wish on 
Tom’* part to undertake such a Journey, or If be had hinted at 
the prospect of big game In that highly magnetised region. Joe, 
as tbe Indian was called, bad been In town a few days before 
snd had told Tom of his having seen moose tracks, snd that be 
was confident of being able to secure one or two beads; he 
furthermore ssld he would advise him as to the time be would 
look for him. Well, In two days’ time we received the looked- 
for summons, packed onnelvea and equipments on the morning 
train and started for the scene of action. After riding about sixty 
miles we got out st a station bearing the euphonious 
Indian name of Apobaqnl. Here we fonnd Joe ready 
and waiting. Our flrat question was, “ How far Is It 
to campt” Having ascertained tbe distance to be In the neigh¬ 
borhood of fifteen mile*, we decided to fasten on our snow shoes 
and walk It, leaving the heavy part of oar baggage to be for¬ 
warded. Ltgbtly we stepped oat In the sunshine over tbe glit¬ 
tering snow, snd after s smart walk of s little over two boars, 
fonnd ourselves at Joe's camp, which was a very comfortable log 
hat, situated In the woods, right on the bank of what was In the 
Summer season a lovely brook. Feeling tired with our journey, 
we decided to suspend proceedings till the following day. Joe 
Informed as that there was a “ yard’’ of moose s few miles off, 
sod that we should have no difficulty In obtaining all the sport 
we wanted. This was cheering news, and full of hope and great 
expectations we retired early and were soon fast asleep. At day¬ 
break next morning we were aroused by a noise outside which 
my nntntored snd Inexperienced ears were unable to recognise, 
bat I was soon put to rights by Tom, « bo explained to me that 
It waa Joe trying bte“call.” This to an Instrument made of 
birch bark, on which tbe Indian and other practiced moose hunt¬ 
ers sre able to produce a notoe similar to that made by the cow 
moose, and In this way are often able to delude tbe male and 
obtain a pair of antlers which otherwise they might have sought 
for In vain. After breakfast we started, having flrat seen that 
oar moccasins were sll right snd our snow shoes sod tbelr straps 
In good working order. Away we went deep Into tbe forest, 
wslklng In single file, tbe Indian leading; now scaring ops flock 
of snow birds, now Isnghlng ss one of ns In brushing under s 
low tree would by tbe Jar bring down a small avalanche of fine 
snow, the general tendency of which waa to find it* way down 
the small of one’s back, causing no small Inconvenience snd 
discomfort. We btd traveled In this way for about an hour 
when the Indian suddenly stopped and threw np bit band. We 
hastened to him and fonnd that the cause of hla motion vu tbat 
be had come on moose tracks, and there, sure enough, were the 
footprint* running directly serosa our path. They were evidently 
those of a cow and a calf, and Joe teemed to think tbat there 
would be a chance of a set of horns, aa he felt sure that a boll 
moose was somewhere In the vicinity. After some discussion It 
was decided tbat Tom should follow tha footprint* and see what 
lack he would have, while I was to hive the honor of remaining 
with Joe and testing the efficacy of tbe " call," to tee If we 
could rail* a bull. The question being thus settled, Tom started 
off tn hit quest, and Joe and I were left The " call " waa pro¬ 
duced and sounded. Time and again did tbe Indian " wind 
bit bora" and made the woods re-echo with tha sound, bat 
there was no response, and we thought w* bad bettor fol¬ 
low In the footstep* of our fellow sportsmen, when suddenly 
through the long vUtaa of tbe wood cam* a hallow which made 
tha Indian start with a cry of joy and gave me aa Indescribable 
thrill, not of fear certainly, bat a sensation aa If my heart bad 
suddenly toft lie Accustomed and natural abiding place and bad 
taken np a position in tbe region of my throat; another cry from 
the same quarter, snd Instantly my aboriginal companion and 
myself faced about and tramped toward the sound. It cams 
apparently from the direction whence had traveled tha animal 
whoa* track* Tom was ardently panning. "A ball moose," 
whispered the Indian. " Keep calm, Mr. R.— and remember yon 
■hall fir* first." Away we went, the blight snow shining, spark¬ 
ling and crushing under tbe net* at oar aoow shoes. The walk- 
log waa perfect, Jnat crust enough to carry a man (oo soow 
Shoes of eoona) hut not anfflctanUy strong to bear tbo ponder 
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out body of a [doom; itill the mow IH not very deep and we an¬ 
ticipated a long ebaae. •'After walking in alienee for a quarter of 
an boar or eo, the Indian suddenly Mopped, grasped my arm, and 
aald, “ Look, there be la.” And tare enough there be wee Mend¬ 
ing facing u*, just oat of range. We coaid tee him plainly, and 
we toon dltooreied that be waa at folly aware of our pretence, 
for be toeaed up bit bead, turned tall and went off In that elouch- 
Ing trot pecalter to thle animal; a gait which la wry deceptive, 
and while aeemlngly not faater than a walk, on many occaaloDt 
baa pot the hunter to hit utmoat apeed and cauaed him at cloee 
of day to gtre op a ebaae which only gave wearineia for a re¬ 
ward. Oar horned friend waa, aa far aa we eould judge, a mag¬ 
nificent apeclmen; large and beery, with a glorioua head, and 
anllere that branched like the spreading palm, he gave every 
promise of being worthy of a day's tramp. Instinctively Joe and 
I stooped and looked to the fastening of oar shoes, gave a glanoe 
at our barrels, and with a whoop went off at a dog-trot. In a 
short time we struck the trail, and It did not need a practiced eye 
to dleceru that oar game was fresh and going fast; we therefore 
made up oar minds that we bad oar work cat oat for as, sad to 
prepare us for our labor we took a pall from a pocket-pistol and 
settled down to business. It Is an old saying, but true aa It la 
trite, that a stern chase Is a long one, and It proved so on this 
occasion. Once In a while we caught sight of the branching 
horns and heavy shoulders of oar Dying friend, and then we 
would lose him In the shades of the woods, but like the charac¬ 
ters In a well-known burlesque, “we were on his track ” and fur¬ 
thermore, we were determined to stay there and run him down If 
possible. Time went on and so did we, not, I most confess, 
with the ardor that charac’ertxed the start, bat with a dogged 
pertinacity that we hoped would ultimately bring ns to victory. 
It waa drawing on to the middle of the afternoon, when the In¬ 
dian halted, and pointing to the tracks of the moose said, ” He 
la getting run down, he Is going slower and heavier.” A closer 
examine'Ion on my part of the foot-prints eonOrmed this state¬ 
ment, and gave new vigor to our limbs and Increased speed to 
oar steps. In about half an hour we came In full view of our 
noble gemr, and we could plainly see how spent be was getting; 
his head was drooping and sides heaving, and each step was made 
more slowly than the preceding one. The Icdlan stepped one 
aide and motioned me to take the lead. I did so and walked 
with long, Drm strides toward the animal until I came within 
about seventy-dve yards of him. I was very much excited, bat 
kept myself perfectly cool, and when I raised my rifle to my 
shoulder, my aim was steady and true as If a wooden target were 
before me Instead of my first moose. I drew a bead right be¬ 
hind the left sbouldbr, and after a quick sight along the barrel 
flred. The beast Immediately tamed and with a bellow came 
toward me, bat after traversing a few yards he stopped, threw 
np his massive head, shivered all over, and fell In the snow, dead. 
In an Instant the Indian was by his side and drawing his content 
dr cAoue, cut the throat of the moose, and the blood of the dead 
monarch of the forest crimsoned the snow. 

“ A pretty shot, Mr. R.,’’ said Joe, “ and hard to beat by any 
old moose hunter.” I was highly flattered by the compliment, 
but still more gratified at the knowledge of having brought low 
the splendid beast unaided. Quickly the Indian skinned the 
moose and took off the head. Thus loaded we retraced oar 
steps, not as blithely as we had traveled over the same road on 
oar outward journey, bat filled with a sense of gratification and 
triumph, which more than recompensed for oar weariness. When 
we arrived at our starting place we found Tom there before ns. 
He had been fortunate enough to come up with and kill the ani¬ 
mal he was after, so that our cup of satisfaction was full, and as 
we slowly wended our way In the moonlight toward the camp, 
we felt we had dene a good day’s work, been amply rewarded for 
our toll, and bad fully earned our night’s rest. The next day I 
left for town fully satisfied with the result of my first moose bunt. 
The skin of my victim I had tanned and converted Into a rug 
which reposes on the parlor floor of a friend; the head and antlers 
were dressed and properly mounted, shipped across the ffroad 
Atlantic, and now grace the walls of the llbrarv of an English 
college chum.

Wolves at Valparaiso.

Editor Chicago Fikld: —Will Chicago sportsmen subscribe 
enough to sustain a pack of hounds 1 We have plenty of foxes 
both red and grey, and this Is tbe place to keep them. 

Wolves have been very troublesome of late; not the ordinary 
prairie wolf, but a species much larger and more courageous. 
Doubting a little the truth of tbe stories ab ut their killing sheep 
and geese In the very door yards of the farmers three miles west 
of town, I went out to Investigate, with my man Billy. We put 
a brace of pointers Into the dog cart, and tak'ng one gun and a 
few shells, we went to the region named, rather to give the dogs 
a good run than otherwise. We were beating a little thicket near 
a creek when I saw a rare bird that I desired to add to my .col¬ 
lection. I left Billy on the hillside while I went Into the willows 
In pursuit of tbe bird. .The dogs were carelessly hunting, and 
we bad entirely forgotten tbe wolf stories. I flred and missed 
my bird, and suddenly the voice of Billy came to my ears. Bring 
the gun quick, a wolf I a wolf I I ran as swiftly as possible, and 
was just In time to see the gaunt fellow disappear In the timber. 
The next day afterward I made up a little party of four and 
visited tbe same valley, with three hounds. Sending the owner 
of tbe hounds and the two younger hunters Into the region 
where he^wss the day previous, I and another gentleman took a 
good stand, where be would certainly have been seen bad he been 
started properly, bnt the boys were too eager, and did not make 
a wide enough detour. He broke cover while they were passing 
tbe thicket, and they gave blm a barrel each, tumbling him over 
nicely; but be recovered himself, and disappeared over the hill 
The hounds soon came up, and talcing the fresh scent, gave loud 
tongue, and struck out to the South, passing our stands over a 
mile to our right We tried In vain to get In ahead of them, 
and after a long, weary run of over two miles, we lost the music 
of the dogs, and returned borne. What would I have not given 
for a well trained greyhound then 1 

Well, to resume. On last Monday the farmer who lost the 
sheep came In for me about evening, saying that be believed If I 
were to take a position In the pasture with the sheep, I would get 
a shot. AU night long the rascals made “ the night hideous ’’ 
with their howls. At sunrise the sheep were let out, and taking 
my Westley Richard's ton-bore and my Remington Creedmoor, I, 
with a boy to carry one of the guns, took up a position, con¬ 
cealed by a friendly fence. We had hardly settled down to 
quietness, when I saw tbe wolf coming dead toward me. I knew 
that It be continued the course he was then pursuing I should 
certainly kill him. but to my disgust, one of tbe farm hands came 
out on the opposite hill half a mile away and shouted like a mad 
man, making the wolf turn to the west, leaving me some forty 
rods. I laid down the shot-gun and gave him one with the Rem¬ 
ington, and scored a miss. He was running away fast and I did 
not think I could kUl him, but was desperate and thought I 
would try. Then the man with the hounds came up, and little 
thinking the wolf would recross tbe same run-way, I betook my¬ 
self to a point half a mile east, and had hardly got my position 
when away they went,doaely followed by the dogs, not one—but 
two wolves (a dog and bitch) right across the hUl where I bad 
been secreted. Tbe dogs gave them a grand run across an open 
marsh, and coming up with them, they turned and drove the 
three hounds "hors decombat;” two of tbe dogs were beagles, 
and one a half breed. 8eetng we could not get In ahead we gave 
up the chsae. Since then the bitch wolf has been seen with seven 
young ones following her, and the lambs are becoming more and 
more rcaroe. I am now ready to negotiate for the purchase of a 
wolf-bennd or some kind of a dog suitable for this exciting 
sport.

onr preeent game law, and with a public opinion that 
la rapidly being educated on the subject of gome protection. It 
will be many years before we are In tbe condition of tbe eastern 
sportsmen ss described in a recent number of the Chicago 
nau>, via., with fine guns, good dogs, beautiful fields, and, no 
birds to shoot. We are rather In tbe condition of sportsmen 
with pleDty of birds without any Imposing array of fine guns, or 
extra good dogs. 

Within four miles of this city s fair shot can bag twenty quails In 
a half day’s shoot; and this ought to satisfy any reasonable man. 
I have often thought that there Is nothing, taking It In the “long 
run,” to be compared to quail shooting. Tbe familiar “ scape ” 
of the toothsome snipe, the brown streak of the woodcock’s 
flight through the tree tope, aud the “ quacking " of the faat- 
flylog duck, all have their fascinations to esre sod eyes srtlstlc;

Formerly the food which the craw had, depended on the own¬ 
ers or captain. If they were close and mean the food wm poor 
In quality and small In quantity; If they believed thst s sailor 
was nevertheless a man. Jack fared well, with good bread and 
beef at sea and a fair amount of fresh meat and vegetables In 
port. One vessel which I wm aboard of wm a sample of the 
first class; the men were kept, st sea and In port, on an allowance 
(and a small dne) of water end food. The beef wm dry aod re¬ 
sembled en Irregular block of mahogany In color and hardness 
more than anything else. The breed wm bard and poor and 
everything else wm served In the scantiest amount poealbt*', with 
one exception, curses end blows were plentiful, of first quality 
and served freely to the men. Now every vessel Is furnished with 
printed article*, which the captain signs, a copy of which Is 
placed In e conspicuous place In the forecastle. Among the 
articles Is a Hot of various kinds of food with the quantity which 
shall is supplied to each man, and'whlch he msy demand If they 
are ndt furnished. 

On the day we left Boston, the steward came forward and 
asked os If we wnuld go by the articles or leave the matter of 
food to him, telling ns that we ehonld have all we wanted and 
good. He wm told to go ahead and victual us as he pleased 
m long m he kept his word and gave ns plenty to eat 

Onr table wm the top of a chest, If the vessel wm not rolling 
too badly. In which case the coffee pot wm held between some¬ 
body’s feet, the breed put in one bunk, end the rest of the food 
placed In banka or any other handy and secure piece. 

The following bill of fare for one week la • fair sample of bow 
we lived. It wm varied by fish, fresh meat and vegetables 
when In port, and at sea by on occasional treat, In the shape of 
cake, pie, “ dough-boys,'’ or "lob-acouae,” when the two former 
got too old to be eaten In the cabin or the steward felt like 
msklug the latter.

On Monday tor breakfast, salt mackerel, beef, 
potatoes, biscuit, coffee aod gingerbread; dinner, pea soup, 
corn hoof, potato**, bread, eoffaa, and gingerbread.

Blackford, baa celebrated the opening day of the trout Mason In 
tbla atate with a grand display of Specimens from the rarloua 
brooka and batcberlaa throughout the country. These, arranged 
In rows on the debt of bla several atehde In Fulton Market, or 
swimming In large tanks and properly labeled,hare always formed 
eo interesting study of the progreee of 
this peculiar spades of fish. On Thursday

“The experiments described," says Dr. Kidder, “have bean 
tecta tire for the most part, and accordingly temperatures bays 
been token In the rectum, tbe stomach, various parte of the mus¬ 
cular tissue, tbe Urge venous trunks, the eerily af the ' thorax' 
after opening tbe heart, tbe Interior of the heart and branchial 
artery, and tbe young Hah in the ovary (of a dog Bab). When 
tbe heart wee large enough to admit the bulb of tbe thermome¬ 
ter, the greatest differences between tbe temperatures of tbe dab 
and of the surrounding water were found In that locality.” 

Tbe thermometer* used In the experiments of Ur. Kidder were 
made expressly for the purpose by Mr. John Tagllabue, of New 
York, end proved to be very satisfactory. They were flfteen In 
number. Dr. Kidder bee detailed tbe condition* under which 
tbe observation* were made and tbe precautions token, at much 
length. All possible cere wee taken to Insure accuracy. 

" Having arrived on tbe ground and anchored, the lint pro¬ 
ceeding'wee to sound and take the temperature of the water near 
the bottom by mesne of e Negrettl-Zambra thermometer attached 
to the soundlng-Une, about bolt a fathom _ above the lead. The 
temperatures of the surface water and of tbe sir were then 
taken with the tame thermometer, end, where tbe depth exceeded 
twenty fathoms, another observation was made at flfteen fathoms 
for subsequent comparison. A* soon ns n flab had been taken It 
wot seised and held firmly by an assistant, bla right bend grasp¬ 
ing tbe throat under the gill-cover* and his left holding the 
narrowest part of tbe tell, while I passed s thermometer Into tbe 
rectum and observed the temperature of that part. I then cut 
the flsh open from the Isthmus between the gills toward tbe 
belly, exposing the heart, through the wells of which the ther¬ 
mometer was passed Into the bronchial artery, and tbe tempera¬ 
ture taken again. In this last manoeuvre tbe heart should not be 
held between tbe Unger end thumb of tbe left band any longer 
than necessary to paw the thermometer-bulb Into tbe artery, lest 
beat be communicated from the band through the walls of the 
heart and give too high a reading. Then followed obeervatlone 
upon tbe temperature of the muscular tlwue or other parto,when 
such were token. When the flsh woe too small to admit the bulb 
of the Instrument within the heart an effort woe made to take tbe 
temperature of tbe blood as It flowed from It, or the temperature 
of tbe liver was token, or, In very small fishes, the thermometer 
was passed Into tbe stomach, through the msophagus.” 

The following were In brief the results as reached by Dr. Kid¬ 
der: " Enough bos been ascertained,” be tblnks’ ‘‘to show that 
fifties do develop animal beat by their own vital processes In tbe 
tame manner as, but to n lew degree then, other vertebrate 
animals. In other words, it appears from these experiments 
that when ; roper precautions have been observed In making tbe 
experiments all living freshly-caught fishes will be found to man¬ 
ifest a body temperature differing considerably from that of the 
water in which the; swim; the degree of difference varying with 
the perfection of tbe organisation of the fleb (and hence the 
activity of Ite nutrition), and with the temperature of the water 
Id which ltswlma. Thus the dogfish (Sqoalut oeantMtu, Llnnsus) 
possessing n tar more perfect digestive and circulatory system 
than the cod, shows s much greater excess of blood temperature 
above that of the earroundlng water; and cod token at the depth 
of flfteen fathoms In water at 62 ° F., show a lees excess than 
othera taken In 26 fathoms at 41 °, but a greater excess than 
blue-flsh (Pomattmut taUatHz, (Linn.) GUI) taken at the surface, 
at 60 ° and 70 °, which Is presumably nearer the normal temper- 
tun of the lost named flsh. 

“ Upon this question of normal temperature, my observations 
have not thrown much light, owing to the feet that nearly aU the 
fishes observed have come from water at about tbe same tem¬ 
perature, and that blue-flsh, from which the most valuable re¬ 
sult* were to be expected on account of their activity and the 
warmth of the water which they Inhabit, could not be taken with 
e line after tbe two days of their first appearance. It la reasona¬ 
ble to suppose, from tbe feet tbat the cod, for Instance, shows e 
less difference when taken from warmer than from cold water, 
tbat a point would soon be reached at which tbe temperature of 
the blood of the flsh would coincide with that of the surrounding 
water, end that this point would be near tbe 1 normal ’ for that 
family, or In other word* tbe limit above which It conld not live. ” 

Ninety-seven fishes, belonging to sixteen species, were experi¬ 
mented upon by Dr. Kidder, but, is be seys, many of tbe opera¬ 
tions were of doubtful value. 

Throwing out doubtful end imperfect observations, the result* 
of tbe experiment* in which the ctrcamstaooes were most favor¬ 
able to accuracy, are summed up is follows: 


The domesticated trout of 
Long Island waters, which are regarded as the beet, are fed on 
minnows, toft dame, shrimp* and silver flsh. These bring readily 
when alive, one dollar and a half per pound, while the Canadian 
wild trout, of which Mr. Blackford hid every floe, plump, hlgfaly- 
eoktred tot, were retailed an low ta twenty-five cents per pound.

It 1* a rale that 
those which ere most highly-colored Inside and out, teste the 
beet. Another point that bee been lost sight of by controver¬ 
sialist* on this subject 1* the comparative appetite. A trout will 
naturally taste better to a man who hoe been whipping e moun¬ 
tain brook nil day than to one who Is confined to bis desk. In 
the letter cose the Item of freshness bss an Important bearing, 
and therein the nearby domesticated trout has the best of the 
wild one which hee been a dey or two In trsnelt to market. To 
sum up, ell trout—bar liver-fed—are excellent eating.

The Annual Fish Dinner of the American Fish-Cul¬ 
tural Association. 

(From our Bpeclsl Correspondent.) 

Tbe anooal flsh dinner which roanded oft the meeting of tbe 
American Ftih-Caltural Association In New York, wee. If that 
were possible, a greater lethyologlcal, gastronomic, and fun-pro¬ 
voking success then Its famous predecessor. It took place In 
the Metropolitan Hotel on Thursday evening of last week. The 
party woe email, but exceedingly select. Mr. R. B. Rooeevelt, 
president of the sesoclsllon, presided. On his left eat Professor 
Brooks, whoee article on the propegation of the oyster wes the 
sensation of the meeting, and on bis left was Mr. John Foord, 
editor-in-chief of the New York Timet, and one of the most 
active members of the association.

features which contributed to make the display much more valu¬ 
able than any of Its pre d e ce ssors. The most notable were the 
exhibits from the State Hatchery at Caledonia, particularly tbe 
hybrids. One wsa a three-year-old cross between a California 
salmon and a brook trout. It wse a plump and shapely flth, 
about eighteen Inches long, partaking more of the characteristics 
of the trout than of the salmon,bat with silvery sides dotted with 
block end carmine spot* Another was e cross between e lake 
trout end n brook trout, n smaller but equally well-appearing flsh 
and with similar characteristics. The sdlble qualities of these 
hybrid* have not yet been tested, but It to not believed tbat from 
an economical point of view tbe experiment will ever prove e suc¬ 
cess. The results of the salmon-trout cross have,curiously enough, 
turned out all males. Among those of tbe other cross females 
have been found, end they hove grown large with spawn In regu¬ 
lar course, bat have never been able to deposit their eggs. An 
examination revealed the fact that the vent was too small for the 
ova to pass through. Tbe Commissioners have consequently 
come to the conclusion that any diversion from nature of this kind 
mutt necessarily result In a deformity of a sort that precludes 
propagation, and Hi* wisely considered e wests of time to try and 
create specie* which need continual artificial additions to prevent 
tbelr becoming extinct. The experiments will therefore probably 
not be extended, although from a scientific point of view, they 
have not been altogether valueless. From the tame place were 
sent e noble esJmon-trout seven years old end weighing seven 
and one-balf pounds; a four-year-old of the same species; a two- 
year-old California mountain brook trout; a flve-year-old land¬ 
locked salmon; a two-year-old specimen of tbe tame species 
weighing two pouode; a five-year-old brook trout eighteen Inches 
In length; e Kennebec salmon five years old, and a land-locked 
salmon of three years, all of which were relied from tbe egg. 

Mr. B. B. Redding, commissioner of fisheries of California, 
tent a contribution from tbe United Bute* Hatching House on 
the McCloud river, which was hardly leu Interesting. There 
woe a Dolly Vsrden trout (Salma bairdli tbat weighed when re¬ 
ceived five and one-balf pounds, but which must have tipped tbe 
scales after leaving tbe water at six pounds. It wu a magnifi¬ 
cent fish, very high colored,with large crimson spots In profusion 
on It* sides. It wu taken In the vicinity of Reno, Nev. Then 
there were two Salmonet irrUtta, e mole and female, that weighed 
four and three-fourths and four and one-balf pounds respectively, 
with broad crimson stripes along tbelr elds*. 81x smaller speci¬ 
mens of this species were sent by Mr. Frank W. Clark, of North- 
vtlle, Mich. They had been raised from tbe egg and differed 
from the larger ones In having bright ellvery scales ss a ground¬ 
work for the crimson stripes. Mr. Redding also sent n number 
of splendid Truckee trout, wblcb, notwithstanding Mr. 8eth 
Green’s assertion, had none of the characteristics of the land¬ 
locked salmon and were pronounced by other experts genuine 
SaMliul fonUualit. Among the other special exhibits were six 
handsome grayling contributed by Mr. Clark, of Bay City, Michi¬ 
gan, and a number of trout from France and England. Tbe 
Utter were not of sufficient sUe nor In good enough condition for 
purpose* of comparison with American trout. They served 
merely to round off the general dlapUy. There were three tanks, 
or rather a single one and a large double one, filled with live trout 
contributed by Mr. James Annin, Jr., secretary of tbe State Fish 
Commlulon at Caledonia, Mr. Albert Rackow, of Hempstead, 
L. I., and Mr. H. D. McGovern, of Brooklyn. These were all 
splendid fellows, plump and highly-colored, and would average 
one and one-half pounds In weight. Mr. Rackow alone sent 100 
pound*. As tbe tanks bed glass sides, every movement of the 
beautiful flsh wo* visible and the royal fellowe seemed to appre¬ 
ciate tbe fact that they were tbe center of attraction to hundreds 
of admiring eyes, by performing all sorts of graceful manosuvers. 
There were also three jart, showing the process of batching from 
fifteen dey* after Impregnation up, and one jar contained young 
fry three months old. Mr. Blackford’s own special exhibit woe 
a jar of eggs of the land-locked salmon obtained from the United 
State* Hatchery gt Buckeport, Me., and hatched In Fnlton Mar¬ 
ket In a Ferguion jar. By a lucky coincidence the eggs burst 
early on Thursday morning and the little fry were soon swim¬ 
ming about at a lively rate. Though not connected with the 
trout display It U worth mentioning that Mr. Blackford bad on 
exhibition at the seme time flfteen noble muscalonge from Cepe 
Vincent, running from twenty-live to thirty-live pound* In weight 
and a number of magnificent black beat from St. Catherine*, 
Canada. 

It gave one an enlarged Idea of the progress of pisciculture to 
look upon the general trout display. Altogether Mr. Blackford 
received for exhibition between 10,000 end 12,000 pounds of flsh 
from the following flsb-cnlturisti: J. Annin, Jr., Caledonia, N.

Through the courtesy of Mr. Blackford 
your representative wee enabled to carry hi* methods of compari¬ 
son to the extent of testing the edible qualities of the various 
exhibits. 

Tha question of whether e domes t ica t ed or wild trout I* the 
better flavored, It one that involve* a strong difference of opin¬ 
ion. Where domesticated trout are fed exclusively on liver they 
ere of neetseltj flavorless, hut where proper food M gives them 
I coincide with the opinion of uninterested experts that It would 
require n vmy delicate palate to And any d istinction. At present, 
when dom es ti cated trout ore stall-fed and plump, tad wild trout 
•re generally lean with tbe Winter's enforced footing, the sd- 
vnutege Is decidedly wtth the domesticated trout. Later ou, after

hls lower jaw. The original must have been an unusually lively 
talvinetui, ss when photographed be bod sprang entirely clear of 
tbe water.

Mr. Blackford told me be sent the proofs back a dozen times 
for correction, and refuted to accept them until be wu entirely 
salted to these particulars. A brook with rocks and bashes 
formed a pretty background, and the border wu composed of 
reeds and water plants with a ball-frog and a rod, reel and fly, 
In appropriate corners.
